A ided by able a n d 
enthusiastic teachers in the schools of lo w er 
grades, he lias h ad th e satisfaction of seein g 
successive classes grow u p as accom plished in 
music as In the ordinary useful bran ch es. 
W hen the choirs w ere com bined, as th ey u se d 
to be annually In the days of th e lib e ra l 
school com m ittee of form er days, the effect o f 
the vast body of tone was thrilling. 
T h e 
w riter has seen scores of people at th ese an- 
nu al concerts—old and young, m en 
a n d 
women—dissolved in tears w hen th e m u lti­ 
tudinous silvery voices first .swelled over th e 
accom panim ent of organ and orchestra. 
T h e 
m usical festival, w ith its glorious m elody a n d 
harmony, and w ith its superb scenic effect, 
was som ething for Boston to exult in. 
I t is 
otherwise now, u n d er th e supervision of la te r 
days. 
For one of these occasions M r. -Eich­ 
berg wrote th e now fam ous chorus, “T o T h e e , 
0 Country, G reat and F r e e I f this is n o t 
our national hym n, it is certainly th e o n ly 
one th at is generally sung and alw ays w el­ 
come. 


In the Boston conservatory Mr. E ic h b erg 
has established th e leading violin school in 
America. 
T he children of genius all over th e 
union are attracted to him as by m agnetism . 
In his classes are bright and m odest boys, 
still in short breeches, tender and sw eet g irls 
of an age to adore dolls and kittens, to g e th e r 
w ith some m aturer, b u t still young and fre sh , 
children. 
Scores of these precious cre a tu re s 
we have seen—alive w ith sensibility, th ro b ­ 
bing w ith gifts an d graces—and have m a r­ 
velled at the evidences of their of m u sica l 
power. 
W e rem em er several w hose to n e s 
were as pure, clear, penetrating and ste a d y as 
those of the g reat p erfo rm ers; and w e h av e 
followed them through th e scholarly co n cer­ 
tos of Bach an d Spohr, w ondering a t th e 
sure touch and th e keen m usical in tellig en ce. 
Y ear by year these am bitous youths o f b o th 
sexes, well grounded in th e art, are g o in g 
forth, each to becom e in tim e a-new c e n tre of 
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The influence th u s diffused is w idespread a n d 
alm ost incalculable. 
I f a digression m a y b e 
pardoned, w e w7ould here say th at no n a tio n 
can be called m usical because it pays e x tra v a ­ 
gant prices to h ear R ubinstein or D engreinont. 
No city is m usical because it su p p o rts th e 
opera. 
A m usical people is one w ith w h o m 
music is dom esticated—n o t an exotic. 
I n a 
musical village th ere are native singers cap a­ 
ble of taking p art in im portant w orks. 
A n d 
no one know s th e real grandeur o f a “ M es­ 
siah” until he has sung in it. 
In large m u si­ 
cal places strin g q u artets are played a t h o m e 
by fam ilies fo r th eir own pleasure. 
I t 
is very well to be able to appreciate th e g re a t 
w orks of the m asters as played by th e old 
M endelssohn or by th e new er B eethoven 
Q uintette club; b u t no one ever k n o w s th e 
true force and significance o f such m usic u n til 
he lias borne a p art in it—until he h a s fe lt 
the harm ony from th e strings u nder h is o w n 
fingers 
th rillin g through all 
his n erv es, 
and answ ering and challenging again th e n o te s 
of 
his 
neighbor. 
In 
m any 
G erm an 
fam ilies the fath er and sons or nephew s, a n d 
the priest, perhaps, are accustom ed to m e e t 
for such delightful pastim es. 
W ith a p eo p le 
so educated, m usic is n ot a p reten ce; it is a 
passion. 
Sucli people form the au d ie n c e 
which a great artist loves to captivate. 
M u ch 
has to be done before w e can call th is o r a n y 
city in A m erica tru ly m usical; b u t th e co n ­ 
scientious and p atien t labor of m u sic ia n s 
like Mr. E ichberg 
are doing m uch fo r th e 
future.

s to adm it as th e in ­ 
trinsic m oney of th e world only one m e ta llic 
basis, and to drive out, extirpate, as a b a r­ 
barism, as an anachronism , as a robber a n d a 
fraud, the oth er m etal, th a t grow n old in th e 
service and 
feeble 
in 
strength, 
is 
n o 
more a help b u t a hindrance and a m a rp lo t. 
T hat is a task th a t m ight be proposed to th e 
voluntary action of nations, and if th e m o n o ­ 
metallic proposition be the tru e one th a t is 
the logical course to w hich the nation w e re p ­ 
resent ought to resort, unless they ta k e th e 
only other logical alternative—th a t is, to 
m ake one m oney o ut of the tw o m e ta ls, to 
have no tw o stan d ard s or kinds of m oney, b u t 
one money, adapted in its m ultiples a n d d i­ 
visions to th e UHited functions of th e tw o 
precious m etals. 


I have said th a t these tw o are th e o n ly log­ 
ical m ethods. 
T here is another m eth o d , a n d 
chat is, in despair of m aking one m o n ey o u t 
of the tw o m etals, to m ake two m o n ey s o u t 
of them . 
T h is project is not to d isc a rd 
either from th e service of m ankind, b u t to 
separate them , and so m ark them ' th a t th e y 
shall not occupy the sam e regions,but d iv id e 
the w orld betw een them . 
F or th e w o rk in g 
of this schem e it Is proposed th a t In som e 
fashion a partitio n shall be m ade am o n g th e 
nations 
or 
sets 
of 
nations, 
a n d 
a 
struggle 
for 
th e 
m etals 
be 
se t 
on 
foot 
to 
reach

e q u ilib riu m 
or alternating trium ph or undergo su c h fluc­

T h is sc h e m e 
m ight well be defined as harm onious d isc o rd 
and organized disorder. 
B ut th is is n o th in g 
but a conclusion th a t although th e re is a n in ­ 
tolerable evil it is not w ithin th e co m p ass o f 
hum an w isdom or hum an strength o r h u m a n 
courage to attem p t to rem edy. T his co n clu sio n 
would leave things to tak e care o f th cm std y cs. 
This notion found expression in th e s e n ti­ 
m ents declared by som e o,f the povyers a t j h e 
conference of 1878.

THE HOME OF CALDERON. 


The Apothecary Shop in Madrid Where the Poet 
Wrote His Plays and Joined the Ter- 
tnllia in the Evening. 


B y m ere chance, says a Madrid c o rre sp o n d 
en t, I have visited the house in which Calder­ 
o n sp e n t th e last twenty-live years of his life, 
a n d in w hich he died on May 25, 1081. P ass­ 
in g in th e Calle Mayor, the old High street of 
M adrid, m y attention was called to an old 
ho u se, th ree stories high, with but one large 
larg e w indow in each floor, and close to the 
first sto ry window’ was an inscription to re- 


tliis abode o f aged and infirm ecclesiastics 
th a t m ade it in d eed a fit resting place for the 
noble c o u rtier an d poet soldier who chose to 
spend th e ev en in g tid e of a busy life in the 
calm er atm o sp h ere of a churchm an's career, 
enlivened, how ever, by those literary pursuits 
th a t have given such fam e to the name of Don 
P ed ro C alderon de la Barca, whose second 
cen ten ary has d ra w n to M adrid numbers of 
foreigners an d tw o hundred thousand strang­ 
ers from th e provinces of his own native land.

In d ia n policy, with her bold demand 
re p e a l of th e Stam p act. with her 
d eclaratio n o f no taxation without represenla 
d a rk sto re had been opened in 1578, before 
th e b irth of Calderon, and has ever since re­ 
m ain ed in th e hands of the same fam ily, an­ 
c esto rs of the present chemist. 
This polite 
o ld bachelor, last of his race and nam e, is a 
p le a sa n t, baldheaded Spaniard, over 50 years, 
a n d h e im m ediately, with Castilian courtesy, 
co n sen ted to let me see Calderon's house n ext 
door, adding th at first he m ust tell me th a t 
th e tw o houses, though often restored, w ere 
su b sta n tia lly th e same as in the tim e of Cal- 
deron. 
T h e chem ist added that in this shop, 
tw o h u n d red and tw enty years ago. every 
n ig h t th e chaplain poet used to come down and 
jo in th e tertu llia or group of friendly gossips 
assem bled around the counter. 
Then, grop­ 
in g o u r w ay by a dark passage, preceded by 
o u r h o st holding a lighted match, and re­ 
n ew in g it at every step, we reached the stair­ 
case in an atm osphere of drugs and dried- 
h erb s. 
T h e rickety, dingy old stairs looked 
th e ir age, and a sm all door let us into a pas­ 
sage an d then into a small sitting room of 
h o u se No. 03. 
Here the chemist m ade me 
stop, an d from the walls covered with presses 
a n d bookcases he brought down his fam ily 
heirloom s. 
T hese were old books of m edi­ 
cin e an d drugs, used A. 1). 1575. 
There, in 
th e se heavy volumes, printed during the very 
in fa n c y of science, were the strange fórm ala: 
a n d hieroglyphs oí" the sixteenth and seven­ 
te e n th centuries. 
There I saw wood engrav­ 
ings, m any of them colored, that m odern a rt 
w o u ld envy. 
These three thick volumes,each 
o f m ore th an eight hundred pages, contain 
a b o u t th ree thousand cuts and engravings. 
The. oldest, printed in Paris in 1575,and even 
th e tw o others, printed in Noribergae by John 
K w elfer, do n o t exist in the Koyal m useum , 
o r in an y scientific library in Spain, m any of­ 
fe rs having been made by savants and socie­ 
tie s to Señor Moreno 
for these 
curious 
w o rk s. 
No 
m ore will he part w ith the 


.tion, w ith h e r p ro u d prophecy of independ­ 
ence, 
h e r non-im portation agreement, her 
S tam p act, congress and her immortal days 
o f O riskany. an d Saratoga. 
it was in New 
gSTork th a t th e freedom of the press was first 
(asserted on-this continent, and trium phantly 
m ain tain ed . 
T h e story is familiar, but it 
ought to be told to-day. 


In 1725 th e fam ous printer, William Brad­ 
ford. issued th e first newspaper in New York, 
the N ew Y o rk G azette. 
Favored by the iio\- 
em m en t, it su p p o rted the governor. 
But the 
people grewr w eary of tin* eudless rapacity of 
the royal fav o rites who were sent o\er to rule 
them , a n d in 17:?2, w hen Governor Crosby, to 
advance a su it of his own, removed the chief 
ju stice ot th e province, sneering that the peo­ 
p le w ere ta in te d w ith “Boston principles," 
and th a t he h ad great political interest in 
E n g la n d to p ro tect him in anything he cho.se 
to do, a storm of popular indignation broke 
upon him in lam poons and ballads and scorch- 
ing d en u n ciatio n . 
T he storm did not ¡»low 
over. 
In th e next 
year, 17:'.:’., John Peter 
S enger issu ed a new paper, the New York 
W eek ly Jo u rn a l, as the advocate of the popu­ 
lar opposition.

opened 
an 
incessant 
b a tte ry of argum ent and wit and raillery 
and 
sa tire 
against 
the 
government, a 
can n o n ad e of hot shot which was music to 
th e p u b lic ear, b u t w arning thunder to the 
governor an d council. 
A fter copies of the 
p ap er h ad been publicly but vainly burned 
by th e ir o rd er Z enger was arrested and im­ 
p riso n ed on a charge of seditious libel.

jail, w h ere lit* lay for nine months, he still 
ed ited his p ap er. 
T he grand jury refused to 
find an in d ictm en t, but the attorney-general 
filed an in fo rm atio n for malicious and sedi­ 
tious libel, an d w hen Zemger’s counsel ex­

H e brought down for my exam ination an 
o ld m edicine chest, with about sixty drugs, 
u se d A . D. 1680, and he explained by the 
lab els the then prevalent use of m inerals, 
p recio u s stones (crushed and pulverized), as 
w ell as m any medicines still in use, l l k e ^ ^ j 
cu ry , an d especially 
herb s. 
L ast, but not least, he exhibited a 
“ D on Q uixote,” in two volumes, printed In 
fine ty p e a t M adrid in 1670, winch his fam ily 
say s w as a present from Calderon him self. 
T h e n he took m e into the inner sitting room ; 
receiving light from the first-floor window' of 
h o u se N o. 95, a door having been opened in 
th e w all betw een the two houses. lie pointed 
to th e ceiling and floor, untouched since 
C alderon sa t and worked there for tw enty 
y ears as chaplain royal and great dram atic 
au th o r. 
T his room is not twelve feet square. 
I t has a low ceiling and glass door with book­ 
cases all round full, of drugs and bottles. 
It 
is scantily furnished and the tables 
and 
c h airs are covered with books and p h ar­ 
m acy m anuals. 
Right and left of the door 
a re large painted pictures of Phillip V ., the 
first B ourbon king of Spain, and of his sec­ 
ond, Isabella Farnese, mother of 
S pain's 
g re a te st and best king, Charles III. 
T hese 
p ictu res are heirlooms given to the chem ist’s 
an cesto r in the reign o/ Charles III., w hen 
Isab elle F arnese was queen mother, and this 
ap o th ecary ’s shop received the title of “Botica 
de la R eyna M adre," a name that it is still 
k n o w n by in 1881. 
I was taken past the twro 
p ic tu re s of K ing Philip in wig and em broid­ 
ered coat, and of Isabelle Farnese w ith high, 
pow dered head-dress, to the small, dark al­ 
cove in th e passage. 
There I saw the beds 
w h ich are used by the chemist and his as­ 
sista n t. 
Pointing to the alcove the form er 
sa id : “ T here Pedro Calderon died, 200 years 
ago.” 
I t wras a strange contrast, and th e 
sm ell of drugs was sickening, so I hurried on 
a n d m y host stopped me, and taking m e to 
th e balcony he pointed to the very spot dow n 
below , house No. 93, where the regicide 
M oncasi h ad stood lying in w ait to fire a t 
K in g A lfonso, on October 25, 1878. 
T he 
h o u se of Calderon now* belongs to the M ar­ 
q u is del A salto, a grandee, who does not 
seem to have taken much care of such a 
g ra n d relic of the past. 
During the centen­ 
a ry fete, its window’s and front stories w ere 
d ecorated by order of the town council, m uch 
to th e disgust of the chemist, who wished to 
d eco rate it him self. 


O n leaving Calderon’s house I thought th a t 
I o u g h t to com plete my pilgrimage by a visit 
to h is tom b. 
My way lay across the oldest 
p a rts of M adrid, first under the arcades of th e 
P la z a M ayor, now a square bright and cheer­ 
fu l, w ith its green trees and statues standing 
o n th e very spot where the last century b u ll 
fights used to be given and heretics exhibited 
in th e cruel crntos de f c that court, king, n o ­ 
b les and people" enjoyed as much as b u ll 
fights. 
T h en I sped on by the Calle Atoca, a 
b u sy street full of shops, past the B ank o f 
S pain, th e old courts of law, the m ansions 
c f grandees and the churches gray w ith age. 
O n th e squre of Anton M artin I was show n 
th e spot w here barricades were often raised in 
p o p u lar disturbances, and in the Calle Torre- 
cilla del R eal I found the convent hospital o f 
th e p riests of M adrid, an order reserved fo r 
n ativ es of th e capital only.

W hen Raymond (then on the 
Courier) went to the legislature he becam e ac­ 
quainted with Jones and the result was the 
establishment of the Times.

an-now scattered and their stock is in other 
hands. 
The Herald is the only paper in the 
city which has been solely owned by one 
family—father and son—but the latter will 
sell whenever a satisfactory purchaser is 
found.

What Happened to Prospectors 
on 
tbe 
Reservation. 


T he U tes appear to be in a very unsettled 
condition, and th e prospectors on the border 
do not k n ew exactly w hat to expect from the 
savages. 
T here are many rumors of con­ 
tests betw een cattle men and I’ah-Utes, but 
the follow ing from the Leadville Democrat is 
the first account of any recent trouble be­ 
tw een Indians and prospectors: 
“A few 
weeks ago there left this city for the Ute 
reservation a p arty th at was headed by Jerry 
Mansfield and Sam Jones, and it was their 
intention to p en etrate th at country as far as 
they could, w hen they proposed to lay out a 
town-site. 
T hey w ent down the Blue river 
some distance, w hen they turned and went 
tow ards R oaring Fork. 
About two days 
after 
they 
reached 
the 
head of this 
river and w ent into cam p. 
On the following 
day they started o u t for the White river, and 
w ith a wagon and a pair of mules found that 
they w ere m aking very slow progress. About 
dusk that evening they w ent into earap, and 
building a fire com m enced to cook their sup­ 
per. 
W hile they w ere engaged in this a vol 
ley of bullets cam e through the trees, tearing 
up the dirt a t th eir feet and frightening them 
pretty badly. 
T hey did not wait for the sec­ 
ond round, b u t ju m p ed into the wagon and 
lying flat ou th eir faces, they held their guns 
in readiness for an attack from the murder­ 
ous party. 
T he shooting, however, was not 
repeated, and th ere w as no evldeuce of who 
had been the au th o r of it, save the few pony 
tracks th at w ere a sh o rt distance away from 
the cam p. 
I t w as the general impression, 
however, 
th at 
it 
w as 
the Indians and 
they 
knew 
n ot 
w hether 
to 
return 
continue 
on 
th eir 
journey. 
Af­ 
ter 
a 
brief 
consultation 
they 
con­ 
cluded to m ove on and it being agreed, they 
continued th eir course to the reservation. 
N othing occurred to in te rru p t them until the 
discovery two or th ree mornings after that 
one of their m ules had been stolen. This 
w as as serious as th e loss of both would have 
been, as they w ere unable to proceed further 
w ith their provisions. 
Mansfield volunteered 
to retu rn to L eadville and procure another 
anim al, and ju m p ing on the mule’s back he 
started.

BAILB0AD IN THE GUNNISON. 


The Looomotive W histles on Marshall Pass, 


T he G unnison R eview has the following 
concerning the advent of the D. & R. G. rail­ 
road: “F or the first tim e since the world be­ 
gan the shrill w histle of the locomotive was 
sounded last T uesday m orning on the sum­ 
m it of M arshall Pass, a t an elevation of 10,- 
500 feet above the level of the sea. In two 
weeks more—on or about Ju ly 4 —it is posi­ 
tively announced th a t th e Rio Grande will de­ 
liver its passengers at S argeant’s, at the foot 
of M arshall Pass, on th e Pacific slope, and 
the route from there to G unnison will be an 
easy one, along th e T um itchi—water grade 
all the way—and the distance only about thir­ 
ty-two m iles. 
T he D enver & Kio Grande de­ 
serves great credit and praise for the lively 
w ork 
they 
have 
done 
the 
past few 
m onths, and for the progress they have made 
in clim bing the C ontinental divide. 
They are 
the first Colorado corporation to cross the 
backbone of the continent, b ut being men of 
energy, nerve and perseverance, backed with 
nntold w ealth, th ey kn ew no such word as 
fail. 
T hey have been u n tirin g in their efforts 
to reach all im portant p oints in the state, but 
the w ork of building th e ir Gunnison exten­ 
sion of their line h as been accomplished 
am idst great difficulties, b u t in the matter 
of speed unequaled by any other line in the 
state. 
I t is a young g ian t railway, and for 
enterprise and pluck it stan d s without a par­ 
allel in the history of railroad building in 
America.

Early this morning a report of the most 
startling nature reached this cits', and ina;

more than a mere outline of the wagon, but 
an instant later he saw it move forward about 
six feet, and thought he could see a man mov­ 
ing near between the wheels. The thought 
of body-snatchers flashed through his mind, 
and his first impulse was to run. 
On second 
thought, however, lie saw that flight would 
bring him past a portion of the fence that had 
been broken down, and place him for fifty 
yards at least in full view of the resurrection­ 
ists, and in easy range of their bullets, should 
they see fit to fire at the intruders on their 
midnight labors. As he paused irresolute he 
could distinctly hear the clank of some metal- 
tic implement, and in spite of the wind that 
was blowing at the time, heard, or fancied 
that he heard, the low tones of voices in sub­ 
dued conversation. Presently he saw the 
wagon turn toward the gate. 
This was 
enough for the already frightened man, and 
stooping low 
he retraced his steps in 
some

record. 
Bell says that as he ran up the hill he thought 
he could hear the sounds of some one in pur­ 
suit, and drawing his revolver ¡is he fled, he 
discharged a shot blindly behind him. Near 
the railroad track ou the edge of Capitol hill 
there is a small cabin standing some distance 
out from its fellows. The sound of the shot 
aroused the Inmates of the house and several 
men, whom Bell does not know, came running 
out. To them he told his story and the two 
immediately volunteered to return with him 
and investigate. The assistance of a German 
named Matier who lives a short distance 
above wa3 called and together the four re­ 
turned to the cemetery. It was of course sur­ 
mised at 
once 
that the shot fired by 
Bell as he fled from 
the cemetery had 
frightened the resurrectionists away but never­ 
theless the investigators advanced with the 
utmost caution. They reached the gate and 
peering 
in saw nothing. 
Entering the 
cemetery they walked cautiously toward the 
spot indicated as the one on which lie had 
seen the wagon. When they reached it lib 
story, which his companions were beginning 
already to question, was somewhat verified 
by duplicate deep cuts in the ground indicat­ 
ing that a wagon had been lately driven there 
and turned around. The ground near the 
gate becomes harder and so covered with 
stones 
that 
it 
was 
impossible 
to 
trace 
the 
tracks 
more 
than 
mid­ 
way over it. All graves in the vicinity were 
examined, and none of them found disturbed. 
From the general appearance of thiugs it 
seemed probable that the body-snatchers, and 
there seems to be no other construction to put 
upon the visit, saw the stranger at the gate, 
and correctly surmising an interruption, lost 
110 time in getting away. It is thought that 
they must have taken a southerly course, and 
hidden somewhere until the search was over. 
At all events the matter is involved in mys­ 
tery at present, and should be looked into. 


Several physicians spoken to to-day about 
the matter, expressed the same opinion—that 
If body-snatchers were really endeavoring to 
obtain a subject it was simply the individual 
work of a few young practitioners, and not a 
matter authorized by the profession generally- 
Bell is a perfectly reliable man, and all those 
who know him have no doubt at all about the 
honesty of his statement. 
If the affair was a 
small piece of enterprise on the part of a few 
young saw-bones, the bottom facts will leak

~ AM~APOLOGY. 


The new comet is claimed by many differ­ 
ent astronomers, and w hat it really is, whether 
that of 1807 or 184:1, or some other year, is 
difficult apparently for the star observers to 
determine. 
Professors Draper, Newcomb and 
Stone agree that this comet is the same that 
appeared in 1807. 
Others with as much cer­ 
tainty declare it to be an entirely new one. 
Professor Draper says it moves with the sun, 
and Professor Swift says it is not, but is trav­ 
elling toward the sun. 
Some professors de­ 
clare that this is the comet of 1811, and be­ 
tween the various opinions one is inclined to 
believe that none of the learned ones know 
very much about the m atter. 
Nor are the as­ 
tronomers only troubled to determine what 
comet this is. 
They question who discovered 
this one, and while Professor Skinner believes 
that it is identical with that discovered by 
Dr. Gould, in Buenos Ayres. D raper says that 
it cannot be the same one, as a comet visible 
in the northern celestial hemisphere could 
not have been seen so far south as Buenos 
Ayres. 
Dr. Newcomb is equally positive 
that this is the comet seen by Dr. Gould and 
by the astronomer at Cape of Good Hone. 


Comets are frequently seen, and vary in 
brilliancy and size. 
T hat which is said to 
have appeared at the birth of Mithridates, 
1S4 B. C., is said to have presented a disk 
equal to that of the sun. 
.Justin describes it 
as occupying a fourth of the sky, and as sur­ 
passing the sun in splendor. 
Frexet declares 
one equally as large to have appeared in 479 
of our own era, and in 400 one was said to 
have appeared “shaped like a sword and ex­ 
tending from the zenith to the horizon.'’ Those 
of 106(> and 1505 are said to have had disks 
larger than that of the moon. 
All of these 
ancient accounts are interesting, but cannot 
fully be relied on, and indeed are usually 
considered as exaggerations. 
The present 
comet certainly presents no such wonderful 
features, and although brilliant, is not large, 
nor of peculiar appearance. 
If this is the 
comet of 1807, it certainly is not the equal of 
that in appearance, for in that year the comet 
exhibited confiscations of light, and stream­ 
ers shot out from the body of the tail to a 
distance of two and a half degrees. 
It was 
observed for 184 days, and was last seen at 
St. Petersburg in 1808. 
The eomet of 1811 
was brilliant for three months. 


The best remembered comet was in 1858, 
which remained visible only a few weeks, but 
astronomers disagree regarding the brilliancy 
of the two. 
The Inter-Ocean, speaking of 
the comet which is now seen during all hours 
of the night, says: “The greater number of 
“observers report that the new comet is mov- 
“ing northward, or away from the sun. 
If 
“this is the case it will grow fainter until it 
•‘becomes invisible. 
It will be. remembered 
“that the comet in 1858 presented the most 
“splendid appearance to the naked eye when 
“it was so near the sun th at the nucleus was 
“not visible. 


“The nucleus of noticeable comets append 
“about as large as the largest fixed star. 
“Around the nucleus is a faint gaseous en­ 
velope called the coma. 
As a comet nears 
“the sun this coma bulges out a little toward 
“the sun, and on the opposite side develops 
“into a tail or a number of tails. 
Approach­ 
in g the sun the tail follows the comet, re­ 
ceding the tail goes before, m arking the di­ 
rection of the comet.” 


But the “nucleus,” the. “coma;’ and the 
“gaseous surroundings'' are apt to be inter­ 
esting words only to those who forever stand 
on tip-toe peering into the starry heavens. To 
the untutored mind the comet we see each 
night is simply a wonderful, brilliant phe 
nomenon, which wre cannot account for and 
which, when explained in the language em­ 
ployed by the professors, becomes only the 
more a curiosity. 
W here comets come from, 
what they are, where they go to we cannot 
say. 
If it pleases one to believe that this is 
the same as that which appeared in 1807, or if 
one wishes to imagine it the identical phe­ 
nomenon described by Justin, there will no 
doubt be found learned supporters of each 
belief. This comet will furnish a theme for 
the display of unlimited rhetoric, but perhaps 
all wishing to apostrophize it w ould do wrell 
to turn to the lines of Edw ard E v ere tt: “Re­ 
turn, then, mysterious stranger, into the 
depths of the heavens,” etc., which twenty- 
years ago were so fam iliar to our parents, if 
uot to us.

FRENCH’S FBAUD. 


He Booms Central Pacific and Makea 
Portnne, 


New Voiik, June 29.—The W orld’s Wash» 
ington correspondent says that in a recent 
letter of French, the auditor of railrord ac 
counts, to the president of the Central Pacific 
railway company in consequence of which the 
Central Pacific advanced sufficiently in the* 
market to have netted French a snug fortune 
had he been fain to take advantage of the rise 
was a subject of cabinet discussion to-day. 
The opinion was unaminous that having been 
sent west as a government agent French had 
no business to transcend his legitimate d uties' 
and that circumstances demanded his re­ 
moval. 


The Times W ashington .special says of the 
French removal: The president was disposed 
to have it take place immediately, but at the 
suggestion of Secretary Kirkwood, who de­ 
sired to consult MaeVeagh respecting the 
statute of suits now pending in the New 
York city federal courts vs. the Central P a­ 
cific company, and French’s relation thereto, 
the subject was deferred. 


Indications point strongly to the appoint­ 
ment of General Jererusk, of W isconsin, as 
French’s successor. 
It is believed th at upon 
his dismissal from government service French 
will enter the employ of the Central Pacific 
and other railroads as their representative 
here. 


IRISH ^REFORM. 


Movements Toward the Amelioration of 
of the Peasantry's Condition. 


N ew Y ork, June 29.—The W orld's Lon­ 
don special says that the land bill is safe so 
lar as the house of commons is concerned and 
that law and order are being restored in Ire­ 
land. The radicals are turning their atten ­ 
tion to the great domestic reforms upon which 
they have set their hearts. 
The assim ilation 
of borough and county franchise will be a 
comparatively easy job. 
The tories who ap­ 
proved of Disraeli's reform of 1807. cannot

If 
a railway system is introduced in that coun­ 
try it will be of great benefit to foreign coun­ 
tries and particularly to our own. Anything 
which will tend to improve the communica­ 
tions of any part of that country with another 
will exert a bénéficiai effect upon our trade 
with it. The cities of China are large and 
well populated, and if brought ‘together by 
means of railroads will consume and require 
and purchase many goods now rendered too 
expensive and scarce by the high freight nec­ 
essarily charged where communication is so 
irregular and inadequate. 


- The Cincinnati Commercial waxes mad, 
and says of Conkling: “Now is the time to 
“rid the party of the man who abused his 
‘•position and the public confidence, making 
“personal politics a business and public busi- 
’ ness a jest. He has been astride the party

The Hon. Carl Schnrz has lately become the 
editor of the New York Post, and whether re­ 
sponsible or not for all the editorials of that 
paper, will be considered as the writer or in­ 
stigator of most of the political articles of that 
paper. Now it was a very common thing to 
abuse Mr. Schurz when he was secretary of 
the Interior, and his methods of dealing with 
tlie Indians was often sharply criticised. But 
if he was not honest then, and if he did not 
act towards our red children as he might, cer­ 
tainly no one can find fault with him for the 
earnest plea he made in a recent editorial in 
favor of Indian education. 
Nor do we doubt 
that he is sincere in saying that it will be the 
most humane method of treatment ever ap­ 
plied to the Indians “so to educate their chil­ 
dren that they may be enabled to support 
themselves and to become orderly and useful 
citizens.” 


It is very common tí» abuse the Indian 
office, and yet it has done some things which 
are praiseworthy; and among other good 
deeds is the attention it has given to educat­ 
ing the children of the Indians. 
Many par­ 
ents have voluntarily surrendered their boys 
and girls to the government to be educated 
and cared for at the public expense. 
A 
school has been established at Carlisle, in 
Pennsylvania, and the Normal academy at 
Hampton devotes the most of its attention to 
the education of those who perhaps have their 
parents even now indulging in war paint and 
feathers. There are at. present over three 
hundred Indian children being educated at 
Hampton and Carlisle. They are industri­ 
ous and 
learn quickly, 
not 
only the 
the rudiments of knowledge, but also the 
practical occupations of civilized life. The 
examinations to which they have been sub­ 
jected are most satisfactory, and furnish am­ 
ple proof of the students’ “desire and capacity 
to learuand to work.” 
Many who have lately 
graduated from Hampton have gone to Massa­ 
chusetts, and will there enter the families of 
fanners and continue to become better ac­ 
quainted with the practical work of life. 


The school at Carlisle is a government in­ 
stitution in the strict sense of the word, and 
was the result of money which the interior 
department had at its disposal. The Normal 
school at Hampton is supported by private 
munificence, but 
the government 
pays 
certain 
yearly 
sum 
towards 
the 
support of every Indian being 
educated 
there. But this fund will soon need to 
be replenished, and money- must be raised 
oatelde of what the government may see lit to 
appropriate. The subject will no doubt be 
agitated very soon, and the reasons why the 
request should be liberally responded to are 
numerous and weighty. 
It Is the cheapest 
possible way in which the question of what 
we are to do with the Indians may be solved. 
And not only the cheapest, but the most hu­ 
mane as well. There is no doubt but that 
civilization will do more than force. We have 
tried one remedy, let the other now be applied. 
If we educate the children, and if we teach 
them to be industrious and self-reliant we 
may be sure that the coming generation will 
be much better able to comprehend our argu­ 
ments, and they will besides, need no such 
protection as we are now called upon to give. 
The children we educate to-day will become 
'teachersthemselves, and their influence among 
their people 
will 
be 
for good. 
The 
suspicion born of ignorance, 
with which 
we now have to contend, will be di § % ed by 
Intelligence. Those who to-day do not un­ 
derstand the first principles of supporting 
themselves will be replaced by men and wo­ 
men as well versed in the science of life as 
we ourselves. 


We. hope that Carl Schurz will dev ote his 
best energies to calling the attention of the 
public to the method of settling the Indian 
question. His arguments will be listened to 
as are those of any one who has given careful 
attention to a subject, and 
has practical 
knowledge of it. The experiment has been 
tried of educating these Indian children, and 
it has been a successful one. 
It now becomes 
no longer a simple trial; but it is an assured 
fact that these boys and girls are as bright 
and intelligent, and earnest and industrious 
as our own children. 
The mouey which Is 
given to schools in which they may be edu­ 
cated is not thrown away. 


WHAT SHALL WE READ? 


It often becomes a most difficult question 
to decide what is best to be read. Even those 
fortunate enough to live in the vicinity of our 
largest libraries are not better able to decide 
what will prove the most desirable. 
The 
very vastness of our libraries appals one with 
tbeir accumulation of books devoted to his­ 
tory, science and fiction. It i3 impossible for 
one without the highest training, or without 
the guidance of a superior or tutored mind to 
direct and discriminate. One’s time is wasted 
in vain attempts to select from the almost 
countless volumes something that will cater 
to an undefined taste. And with the books 
now being forced upon the world, the ques­ 
tion becomes more and more serious what 
shall be selected, and how one is to discrim­ 
inate between the good and the bad, the in­ 
structive and the simply entertaining. 


The literary productions of to-day are am­ 
ply sufficient to meet the various tastes of the 
reading public. He who delights in fiction 
never had better novels to select from than 
are now found in every book store and library. 
And the supply offered is that provided by 
the ablest minds. Scott to Eliot, our novelists 
and those of Europe, have all devoted the best 
years of their lives to writing that which 
ought to satisfy the most fastidious. 
Novels 
of society and of adventure were never more 
Interesting than they are now and yet many 
do not read simply because they cannot select, 
do not take advantage of the opportunities be­ 
cause they themselves are deficient in dis­ 
criminating power, and not because there are 
not books of enough variety 
It Is hardly possible for one person to direct 
the reading of another. It is true that teach­ 
ers of the young can often guide the inclina­ 
tions of their pupils, but for one to help an­ 
other who has a mind equally as well bal­ 
anced as his own, to select that which will 
prove interesting and agreeable is utterly out 
of the question. An adventure of travel, the 
discoveries In hitherto unknown countries 


may exactly suit the taste of one reader, and 
be equally distasteful to another. Hardly two 
tastes will ever agree. 
The positive qualities 
o f the general 
reader render him only 
harder to direct. 
Even- novels w hiclj.~a^ 
generally acknowledged as possessing the 
most entertaining qualities are as apt to be 
thrown down by one as grasped at by an­ 
other. One admires the philosophical sayings 
of Carlyle, another the pathos and will of 
Dickens or Thackeray. 
Poetry entices one, 
prose another. 


It will be long before we can satisfactorily 
answer the question of what we shall read. 
There is only one tiling to be done, and that 
is let the would-be reader please and satisfy 
himself. And to truly satisfy himself, to ade­ 
quately minister to his own desires, one must 
be educated into becoming competent to judge 
what really 
loes satisfy. 
The bull in the 
china shop is not more out of his proper 
sphere thau the uneducated and the ignorant 
among the books of the libraries. 
It will 
never be possible to select, unless there Is a 
taste and knowledge which shall direct. 


It may be .said in short, that what we shall 
read, if we are at all competent to minister to 
our wants, is that which will do the most 
good. The book which improves and elevates 
a.id generally instructs is the one to be select­ 
ed. 
It is not simply the duty of one to reM 
for mere recreation, but for knowledge. And 
he who determines to consult not only his 
tastes, but who also desires to Improve him­ 
self intellectually aud morally, will not be at 
a loss to decide what is best. 
He will readily 
select the best out of the mass of material of­ 
fered . 


The London correspondent of Bradstreet’s 
estimates that 125,000,000 bushels of foreign 
wheat have been or will be needed in Eng­ 
land this year, and that the supply has come, 
and must come, almost entirely from the 
I’jiited States. 
Up to the end of May 90,000- 
000 bushels had already been imported, leav­ 
ing 30,000,000 that must hr- shipped within 
the next three months, which will complete 
the harvest je.ar. 
During the nine months 
passed, he estimates, not more than 45,000,- 
000 bushels of English wheat has reached the 
market, and had it not been for the immense 
surplus in America the shortage would have 
been very great and the prices very high, bu t 
the importations were so heavy that bread 
has been cheap, although the English farm­ 
ers suffered severely, as they have for the 
last three years. 
Rents had to be reduced 
wholesale in 1879, and, as a whole, they 
were not raised in 1880; and, whereas in 
18fi9 something like 4,000,000 acres were 
sown with wheat in England, last year scarce­ 
ly over 3,000,000 acres were sown to provide 
for a population which had increased nearly 
four millions in the interval. 


This curtailment of the English grain pro­ 
duction is of vital interest to the American 
farmer, as he will be expected to supply th 
deficiency that mu‘it naturally result, although 
an effort is being made to bring Australian 
and Indian grain into closer competition with 
that from the United States.

M P H OUR KHOM MEXICO. 


W a s h i n g t o n , June 2 6 .— A lot o f 
silver 
ore from the San Miguel and the Jlaneos Val­ 
les mines in Mexico, operated by ex-Governor 
Sheppard of Washington, has been received 
at Windmill island to be reduced by the 
smelting works of the Philadelphia Latham 
Brothers at their mint. New machinery is 
now being received and put in place at the 
mines, and pending that operation, it has 
beeu necessary to shut off the reduction 
works for a period of six months, and the 
Windmill island works being the most availa­ 
ble, the ore was sent there for reduction. 
It 
was necessary to carry the ore north from 
these mines, on pack horses, through a moun­ 
tainous region for 300 miles, whence it was 
transferred to the Mexican Central railroad 
company, at El Paso, and came on the re­ 
mainder of the way by rail. 


This shipment Is experimental, as the tax 
on silver bars taken out of Mexico is ten per 
cent., while it is nothing on the ore, and the 
purpose is to save the 10 per cent., provided 
the profits will leave a margin in favor of re­ 
ducing the silver in this country. This lot of 
six tons is estimated to be worth about i?50,- 
000.

In order to comply with the requirements 
of the recently passed state law of Massachu­ 
setts compelling all railroad employes to be 
tested for color blindness, the Providence and 
Worcester road lias appointed Dr. William 
Shaw Bowen, the well known oculist of Prov­ 
idence, examiner, and all their people are 
being inspected. 
The 1'ecent loss of the 
steamship City of Austin, at Jacksonville, 
owing to a color-blind pilot mistaking a red 
buoy for one- of another color, illustrates the 
necessity for these examinations, and the 
railroad companies seem to recognize the im­ 
portance of ascertaining the condition of the 
eyesight of their employes. 
There is no law 
iu this state on the subject, but as the roads, 
notably the Stonington line, have taken the 
initiative, it is probable that the enactment 
of a special law is unnecessary. 
The Massa­ 
chusetts law provided for a biennial exam­ 
ination of the entire force, and for the in­ 
spection of each person taken on, before en­ 
tering on his duty. 
It is said that a large 
number of cases of color blindness have been 
ound on the Old Colony road.

Register iiruce lias received information 
from Mississippi that a formidable Independ­ 
ent movement is organizing there, aud that 
there is a strong probability that the coalition 
may be able to disrupt the bourbon party. 


CONK UNO AS AN AXTI-MONOPOT.IST. 


The Washington Chronicle paper has the 
following: “It amuses the clerks of the 
patent and land offices that Mr. Conkling has 
an idea of running as anti-monopolist candi­ 
date for the presidency, or that he expects to 
be returned to the senate on such a claim. 
The records of the patent office show that in 
all cases that he has appeared in, there he has 
been the advocate of the monopolies. It is 
well known to them all, as well as to most 
newspaper readers, that he has been the coun­ 
sel of that monster of monster monopolies, 
the Western Union Telegraph company, for 
years, and that he has appeared before the 
patent office every time that corporations were 
involved. By the land office records it is as 
plainly shown that he has always been em­ 
ployed by the great railroad corporations, and 
has strenuously advocated their claims and 
grabs.” 


TREASURY OPF.UATIONS. 


During the week ending to-day thore were 
226,000 silver dollars issued from the mints of 
the United States. During the correspond­ 
ing week in ’80 there were 188,000 put in cir­ 
culation. 


A t the close of business to-day there had 
been ¡556,000,000 of five per cent, coupon 
bonds received at the treasury department for 
continuance at 
percent. The latest ad­ 
vice« from the London agency report that 
more than «24,000,000 have been presented 
forcontinuance,makingtodate about #80,000,- 
000. This leaves 330,000,000 coupon fives out­ 
standing, with but five days left for presenta­ 
tion. 


CA.LI.ING FOR INFORMATION. 


The following circular was to-day forward­ 
ed by Comptroller of Currency Knox to the 
cashiers of the national banks: 


I am desirous of obtaining as accurate an 
estimate as possible of the respective propor­ 
tions of business done through the national 
banks by U3e of actual money and by use of 
checks, drafts and certificates, and in order to 
do so I have to request that you will keep an 
accurate account of the receipts and pay­ 
ments at your bank of the 30th of June and 
1st of October, 1881, and report the same to 
tills office immediately after the dates named, 
specifying the amounts of the several items 
named. As it will probably be Impossible 
for you to give the information asked for af­ 
ter the dates named shall have passed, unless 
you shall at the same time be careful to note 
down the amounts of the items indicated, it 
is particularly requested that you will take 
suitable precaution to guard against overlook­ 
ing the matter. If there be any times of re­ 
ceipts or payments other than those men­ 
tioned on the accompanying form, I will take 
it as a favor if you will designate their char­ 
acter, and insert their amount in your re­ 
port. 


The circular is accompanied by a blank 
form which, under the head of receipts, calls 
for the amount of gold coin, silver coin, cur­ 
rency, legal-tender notes, national bank notes 
and silver certificates and the whole uumber 
of checks, drafts, etc., received and credited, 
and, under the head of payments, calls for 
checks, drafts and certificates of deposit on 
other banks and bankers paid in coin and in 
currency, the checks and drafs on the respect­ 
ive banks credited to depositors, and the 
checks and drafts drawn by the respective 
banks and other banks and bankers. 


An Interesting Letter From the Capital in 
Begard to the Newspaper Changes. 


Leadville Herald. 


The topic of the day here is, of course, the 
new spaper changes. The sudden, unherald­ 
ed, unexpected purchii.se of the Republican 
by Kemp G. Cooper, gives great satisfaction, 
because he is a gentleman who understands 
the business and amenities of journalism, 
which could not be said of the light-weight 
office-seeker and political hanger-on who 
gave it out that he was the great motor of 
that journal; that his was the brilliant mind 
that inspired it; that his was the financial en­ 
gineering that raised it from struggling ob­ 
scurity to success and prominence. 


People always felt a lack of confidence in 
the paper because they lacked confieence in 
the m an most prominent in its management. 
They regarded the man as unstable and un­ 
reliable, and hence there was an unsatisfac­ 
tory and too limited confidence in its con­ 
tinued success. 
I do not mean to say that it 
has been regarded as a success, even as far 
as it has gone; there appeared to be a reck­ 
less outlay' of somebody’s money in its behalf; 
an extravagance of '’ash that could hardly be 
based upon its income or drawn from its rev­ 
enue. 
In fact, it is stated that recently their 
note for a large sum, say, Si,000, went to pro­ 
test. 


But Mr. Cooper is a good financier; a close 
figurer, and a careful man. He will doubt 
less top off the surplus limbs wherever extrav­ 
agant expenditures have been made and im­ 
part a tone of steady good sense and sound 
judgm ent to the paper that will make it what, 
for the credit of the state and the safely ot 
the republican party it must be if the minors 
prevailing to-day are confirmed. 


It is well known that ever since Col. Fisher 
purchased the majority of the Tribune stock, 
the chagrined minority in possession have ex­ 
erted themselves to so conduct the paper that 
his property would be worthless when he 
eventually came in possession, as, of course, 
he inevitably must. 


And they have succeeded in those efforts 
far more em inently than they ever succeeded 
hi any other. 
The circulation of the Tribune 
has been ru n down quite disastrously, much 
to the advantage of the Republican; for peo­ 
ple do not respect a paper such as those men 
have made the Tribune, and they will not 
take a journal which so clearly merits and so 
emphatically has the contempt of honest men. 


The opinions expressed through the col­ 
umns of a journal which is wrongfully with­ 
held from the control of the man who has 
bought and paid for it, cannot carry weight or 
exert force; and unless the expressions of a 
paper have force and weielit, it is bound to go 
down—and th e Tribune has beeu steadily and 
rapidly falling. 


It has been the declared intemion ot the 
minority to harass Colonel Fisher and impede 
his efforts to gain control of his property by 
all the m eans they could command. 
When 
he brought su it they filed a demurrer they 
knew would be overruled. 
When it was so 
overruled, the time for their answer was fixed 
for next F riday; the court will adjourn on 
Saturday until .September. 
If the case re­ 
mains on the docket then- dilatory measures 
will be introduced and trial put off as long as 
possible. 
H aving finally been forced to trial 
and their case lost—as they often admit it. 
must be—they propose to appeal to the su­ 
preme court, and there repeat their dilatory 
tactics as long as possible, and a.-> there i* ai- 
ways a heavy docket iu the supreme court, 
they are confident that they can thus depriv e 
Colonel Fisher of the use of his own paper for 
at least a year and a half. 


Everybody adm its that it is a diabolic net of 
dishonesty, b u t these men do not cave. If 
they cannot control, they will destroy the 
property. 


To-day it Is generally believed that Colonel 
Fisher has sold out to them, or some one 
whom they can fraternize with and serve in 
harmony, for they are about as bankrupt in 
funds as their course iu this matter indicates 
them to be in itegritv. 


It is extremely probable that something of 
this nature has been accomplished; and it i.- 
a matter of the utm ost regret. Iu Colonel 
Fisher’s hands the Tribune would have been 
a respectable paper and a credit alike to par­ 
ty, state and proprietor. 
In their hands it 
will be what it is now; scurrilous, vindictive, 
personal, small in principle and insignificant 
in influence. 
B u t with the almost certainty 
of not getting the property he paid for, of re­ 
ceiving only its wreck, which would require 
rebuilding at an enormous expense, it is not a 
matter of surprise that Colonel Fisher should 
sell the paper at once.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 


Matterg that are of Interest Across the 
Water. 


New Y o r k , Ju n e 9 3.—The Herald’s Lon­ 
don correspondent w rites: 
i am unable to 
say authoritatively tn a t the dispatch of Earl 
Granville to the B ritish minister at Washing­ 
ton, on the subject of the last Fenian out­ 
pourings, is still in d r a f t form, and has not 
yet left the foreign office.

round of authorities to whom it will in due 
official course be subm itted before being dis­ 
patched. It was never a sti-ong official docu­ 
ment, and I hear th at it gets weaker as it 
travels. 


So far, my official authority is that it seems 
a pity to waste tim e and space by reverting 
to the Doterel disaster and Fenian boastings. 
The latest news from the scene of the catas­ 
trophe is that the diver who examined the 
wreck lias been shipped to England to make 
a verbal report to the authorities. His arrival 
is awaited with considerable interest, and a 
strong opinion prevails that the last of the 
matter has not been heard yet. The sending 
of a diver is considered as evidence that thé 
matter is more serious than has hitherto been 
regarded. There were persons in England 
who, two months ago, believed thoroughly 
that the explosion was the result of a Fenian 
plot, and until another satisfactory cause is 
forthcoming, that

must 
hold its 
ground.

The comet is still an object of interest to 
the people, who have discovered that it can 
be seen In the evening as well as in the morn­ 
ing. It is now established that there is but 
one cornet and that its course is along the 
northern sky Is from west to east. 
We take 
pleasure in printing the following note from 
Professor Loud: 


Colorado Springs, June 27th 1881. 


To the editor of the G a z e t te . 


Among the notices of the comet which have 
thus far appealed, none predicting the course 
which it is about to follow have come under 
my eye. It is not safe yet to venture an opin­ 
ion how long the comet will remain In sight; 
but it is pretty certain that it will not be very 
much blighter than at present, and the prob­ 
ability is that it will diminish in brightness. 
Its position in the heavens will however grow 
more favorable for observation, being higher 
above the horizon both in the evening and 
morning. It is already visible, the sky being 
clear, all night long: and at a quarter past 
eleven is nearest the horizon, and due north.

Two simultaneous dispatches have been re­ 
ceived by Prof. Swift, of the g a rn e r Obser­ 
vatory at Rochester, N. Y., by which it ap­ 
pears that another great comet has been dis­ 
covered. Prof. Sharplessof Haverford Col­ 
lege, Pennsylvania, states that I,. T. Edwards 
saw it with the naked eye on the morning of 
June 23d, ami Mr. Eugar I.. Larkin, of New 
Windsor, 111., also reports seeing it and that 
it is vast. 
It seems probable that the tail is 
not less than 15^> in length while the head is 
as bright as J upiter. The new comet is locat­ 
ed in tiie constellation of Auriga about 8 de­ 
grees from Capella, and it is not improbable 
that it may be the much expected comet of 
1812 which should appear not. far from that 
locality. As the two dispatches were received 
in Rochester simultaneously, there is some 
question as to whether the honor of discovery, 
and the Warner prize of 9200. belong to Mr. 
Edwards or Mr. Larkin. 


The following letter, received by us yester­ 
day, has an especial bearing on the question 
referred to above:

T. Edwards, 
of Pennsylvania, and Edgar L. Larkin, of 
Illinois, as both of these gentlemen saw it at 
about the same time. Due notice will be 
given should a priority of claim to the honor 
and the $200 prize be established by either.

On the 1st of June, Dr. Gould, of the Ob­ 
servatory at Cordova, in South America, tele­ 
graphed the discovery of a comet in the south­ 
ern sky. The message was mutilated in trans- 
mission.so that neither the position or motion 
of the comet could be made out with certainty 
The most probable conjecture was that Dr. 
Gould had observed a return of the comet of 
180T, in R. A. Oh. and declination 3(P, as this 
is very near t he position which the comet of 
1S07 would occupy, supposing its perihelion 
passage to take pi ace about the 1st of July. 
Nothing lias since been heard of Gould's com­ 
et, in this country. 


The Cincinnati Commercial of last Satur­ 
day has the following concerning the appear­ 
ance of the comet there: “Thursday morning 
considerable excitement was created by the 
appearance of a great comet in the northeast 
near the bright star Capella. 
So striking is 
its appearance that it seems to have been no­ 
ticed in all parts of the northern hemisphere 
almost immediately after rising. 
Dispatches 
concerning it were received 
from many 
places during the day. 
Its position as ob­ 
served at Paris at 3 a. m. Thursday morning 
was right ascension 5 h. 33 m., deelination 
north 41°. Friday morning at 2 :$0 the comet 
was high enough above the horizon for obser­ 
vation. The head was so bright as to show 
very plainly through the thick haze which 
extended several degrees above it. The tail 
was very bright, and extended almost di­ 
rectly toward the North Pole to a distance of 
about 20°. The sides of the tail were not 
parallel, but divergent, so that at the extrem­ 
ity the width was double the width next the 
head. The whole tail was slightly curved, 
with the convex side toward the east. The 
nucleus of the head was intensely bright, 
giving nearly as much light as the planet 
Jupiter. The tail emerged from the side to­ 
ward the sun, and spreading out formed the 
fan of the typical comet. This extended out 
only a few minutes of arc, then turned back 
and passing over and around the nucleus 
reached out toward the pole, growing fainter 
and fainter until lost to sight. 


“The position as observed at Cincinnati, 
Friday morning, was right ascension 5h. 36m., 
declination 47° north. From this it will be 
seen that this comet is moving rapidly north, 
and that as it has come almost directly from 
the south, it may possibly be the same comet 
which Dr. Gould saw.”

The gentlemen standing about con­ 
fidently expected to see something.wonderful. 
Price took the box from the hands of the 
clerk and while doing so remarked, “gentle­ 
men I w ant yon to understand that this min­ 
eral carries gold in large quantities let alone 
the silver, which is but a minor part of its val­ 
ue.” 
The contents of the box was turned out 
upon the desk and found to be a choice col­ 
lection of mortar, pieces of brick, marbles, 
rem nants of beer bottles, corks, postage 
stamp?, scraps of tin, etc., etc. 
Imagine the 
chagrin of the crowd which had gathered 
about the w indow 'to cast their e}'es upon some 
of the rarest minerals ever exhibited in Col­ 
orado. 


Mr. Price seemed ah much surprised as the 
rest. 
Not a word passed his lips, not a smile 
crossed his countenance for the space of three 
m inutes. 
W hen he did speak, lie said that 
his garden needed his immediate attention 
and pulling his hat down over his eyes he 
started up Tejon street at a brisk pace not to 
appear again during the afternoon. My way 
of explanation we will say that the clerks in 
the office, with a view to having some fun, 
had exchanged the box of specimens for the 
one above described and its contents disclosed 
were as much of a surprise to Mr. Price as to 
the rest.

London, June 26.—The competing crews 
iu the regatta having only arrived at Henley 
to-day and ta'en a short practice pull, have 
had no opportunity of judging for themselves 
regarding the chances of the race. The boat­ 
ing men of li.’iiley have a very favorable 
opinion of the Cornell crew, and think they 
have a fair chance of winning the Steward 
cup, especially if they draw Berkshire sta­ 
tion, although the Loudon and Leander crew's 
are in favor in some quarters.

They row' to­

A MIDNIGHT FIRE. 


Burning of a Stable and Promptti63H of the 
Fire Department. 


About. 
a. in. there was an alarm oi tire 
which was given by an employee of the Ga- 
zkttk. The firemen at once turned out, and 
a red glare to the southeast showed in which 
direction the lire, was blazing. Companies 
No. 1, Vo’s 2 and 4, and hook and ladder No. 
1, were soon on the ground. The fire was 
found to be in a barn belonging to Mrs. Ed­ 
wards, on Sr.uth Weber street, just below 
Yermijo. 


The stable »vas a small one of pine boards, 
and when the, firemen reached it was en­ 
tirely enve)o;.,id in flames, A horse and cow 
were in the liable, which were rescued be­ 
fore the fire had gained any considerable as­ 
cendancy . 


The firemen did tlieii duty and were upon 
the spot muc'.i sooner than might have been 
expected considering the lateness of the hour 
and the distance of the scene of the tire from 
tiie engine houses. 


The loss was comparatively small being 
merely the lv;niing of the stable and a fewr 
household goods. The origin of the fire is 
not known, but it is supposed to have been 
incendiary. 


“An attack was anticipated by both the 
whites and Indians. The captain in command 
of our forces gave orders not to lire until ;,i 
ter tiie Indians had discharged a volley 
which command was obeyed. The Rico part> 
were moving camp, as were the Indians also, 
and thus an encounter was precipitated, 
suiting in the killing aud wounding of se\ 
eral of our boys. When the fight began, the 
whites, numbering eighteen, were iu the ad­ 
vance. 
Tlio Indians, some forty’ or more in 
number, commenced firing and then retreat 
ed, with an occasional halt to enable them to 
pour a volley into our forces, who w ere'in 
rapid pursuit. The Indians finally reached a 
rockyr bluff, and used the massive rocks as 
breastworks, which gave to them a great ad 
vantage over our boys, in fact was more than 
half the battle for the Indians. 
The band i- 
the same who have been comm itting the va­ 
rious murders and depredations in the vicin­ 
ity of Big Bend, where May, Smith and 
Thurman met their sad fate. 
Some of the 
stolen stock, together with arm s and article-, 
of clothing which belonged to the murdered 
men. was found upon the ground where the 
Indians first opened fire aud then retreated 
from. 
The eighteen brave boys of 
Rico 
fought nobly, and compelled the Indians ;o 
leave behind them about one hundred head oi 
horses and a large number of sheep and 
goats. 


Eskridge is wounded In the ankle so sen 
ously that amputation will be necessary if iic- 
survives until that aid can be rendered. 


Eight of the eighteen were missing on th, 
evening of the first day. 
Jordan Bean, of tbi; 
missing ones, alone, was found on the secomt 
day, shot through the head, b u t conscious and 
able to talk, saying that he did not know that 
one of the remaining seven was dead, but felt 
positive that they were all dead. 
The names 
of these are; Jack Gallowray, H. H. Melvin 
Tom Click, T. C. Taylor, tbe two Tartai 
brothers and a young man unknow n. 
Some 
hopes are entertained that they have gone 
safely to the old Mormon fort iu Grand val 
ley. 
When D. Q. Taylor started for Rico the 
Indians had received reinforcements, and 
doubtless there are several hundred warriors 
at the field of the late battle ere this time 
Wm, May, who has the death of nis brother 
to avenge, seems to have become displeased 
and left the main party. 
It is not kuown b> 
the courier where he is w ith his squad. 


The determined hundred men who leavt- 
Rico to-day wilt rescue the survivors of the 
first party aud avenge the death of the de 
parted or fall where they fell. 
Horses, gun* 
and ammunition are scarce here, and if more 
aid is needed, some of the neighboring towns 
would greatly favor Rico by lending aid ’

SOUTHERN UTES. 


Interview with a Miner Who Has Been in 
Their Country. 


The following interview on the present 
condition of the U tes appeared iu the Lead­ 
ville Chronicle, and a t this time when the 
air is full of rum ors of trouble among the 
southern Indians w ill be found of special in­ 
terest. 
The C hronicle says; “Mr. John Gold­ 
smith, formerly connected with the La Plata 
Smelting com pany of this city, but for the 
past seven m onths located in the southern 
part of the state,has d rif ted northward again, 
and yesterday had a m ost interesting inter­ 
view with a C hronicle reporter, the present 
juncture of th e U te troubles. Mr. Gfdld- 
sinith has been located a t a point between 
Lake City and H o t Springs, the latter station 
being located on th e Uncompahgre river, and 
directly south of th e Uncompahgre agency, 
near Los Pinos. 
In rep ly to the reportorial 
question Mr. G oldsm ith said : 


“The Indians have th e disposition to raise 
plenty of trouble if th ey only had sufficient 
confidence in them selves.” 


“They are overawed, then, by the presence 
of the military ?” 


“Yes, they certainly are. 
Dave Day ia 
about right when he says th at there are ten 
United States soldiers to every Ute warrior, 
and they are not going to take any such odds 
as those.” 


“What seems to be the exact present state 
of affairs there ?” 


“The Indians are slow ly concentrating to­ 
ward the Southern agency—a point that is 
not considered favorable by any on« desiring 
an amicable rem oving to th e new reservation. 


“It is very difficult to obtain anything from 
the Indians that w ould indicate their plans.” 
“How about the re p o rt th a t they were lay­ 
ing in a heavy store o f provisions?” 


“I had not beard o f a n y such report?” said 
Mr. Goldsmith, “and I t is evidently a sheer 
Leadyilie fiction. 
A n In d ian never lays In 
provisions tp pay g re a t extent, but lives on the 
country. I t is . tru e , how ever, that they are 
purchasing a great d ea l o f ammunition, and 
getting all the arm s th a t th e y can lay their 
hands on.” 


view he was kept at an eucampaient on the j ™ ;r(ir]^ p, 
Taleguachie creek, that empties into the Kio 
Sau Miguel, for a long time. 
Finally, seeing 
that this would not work, they put the boy to 
death." 


“What are your reasons for this beiiei /" 
“The statements of the Utes th em se lv e s 
and my general knowledge of their move­ 
ments directly after the Jackson outrage. 
The belief la, by the way, shared by every­ 
one at all posted in that country.” 


"Was this boy tortured ?” 
“I can’t say, and don’t like to sa.y. 
The 
Utes, however, would be very apt to torture 
a prisoner to death captured and held under 
those circumstances.” 


“Do you know anything of the new reser­ 
vation ?” 


“Yes; I am pretty familiar with it. 
it lies 
In the southeastern portion of Utah, this side 
of the Elk mountains. It’s all talk for the 
Utes to protend that there is no grass in the 
country and they can’t live there. Why, they 
know the new reservation fully as well as 
they do the old, and have been 
for 
a 
year In the habit of taking their ponies over 
there to graze. That ought to settle the grass 
question. They have run all over that por­ 
tion of Utah, and consider it the very choicest 
in the west. The true inwardness of their 
kick is just this: They want to retain the old 
reservation and have that, too.” 


“Then, summing the matter up. how do 
you regard the whole situation ?” 


“Just this: The Utes are trifling with the 
commissioners, and afraid, but willing to 
make any decided outbreat. The new reser­ 
vation is every way suited to them, and from 
all that can be learned they will not occupy 
upon it any mineral land. I think they will 
probably be moved by fall and the trouble, if 
there Is any, very slight.”

slavery and disposed of by lot among the- 
planters; suffering from clim atic influences 
and held rigidly to the terms of the contract 
on pain of penal servitute, although the other 
parties to the contract have failed to carry out 
at least its spirit.

From an occasional correspondent of the Gazette 


C o lo rad o Springs, Col., June 24th, 1881. 
—Last week Mr. John Ripley invited a party 
of fourteen to join him in a trip to the Peal:. 
He purchased the provisions for the company, 
the expenses being shared equally by the 
members. 
He also arranged to take them to 
Manitou in a large wagon,and accordingly the 
party left Mr. Allen Ripley’s Thursday morn­ 
ing, June 16,at 6 o’clock. It was a jolly load, 
not to say picturesque, with the broad hats of 
the ladies. 
The party cousisted of Mr. John 
W. Ripley, Mrs. A. M. Ripley, Mr. Addison 
F. Parker, Miss Carrie M. Tyler, 3frs. J. X. 
Smith, Piaster Raymond Smith (aged seven), 
Miss Maggie Nichols, Miss Lulie F. Palmer, 
Miss Daisy E. Swiuford, Miss Mattie Talbut, 
Mr. W. C. Johnson, Mr. and Mrs. G. Frank 
Otis, Mr. W. C. Richardson and Miss Annie E. 
Huck,the last two joining the party at Manitou. 
A t Manitou the wagon was left behind, one 
of the horses being packed with blankets, the 
other used for riding. Four more horses and 
five burros were engaged; one of the latter 
was used for carrying provisions, the rest for 
riding. 
Three gentlemen and one lady, Miss 
Tyler, walked the whole distance both ways. 
The rest of the ladies rode alternately. Two 
of the gentlemen, being invalids, rode the 
whole distance, and endured the journey well. 


A t 9 o’clock the party left the Iron Spring. 
It was with considerable difficulty that the 
burros were persuaded, by pulling and push­ 
ing, to make a start, and before reaching the 
toll station the pack burro made a pluuge into 
the rocks and bushes, and rolled over ou his 
back, jamming things up generally. This ne­ 
cessitated repacking. Strange to say, little 
d image was done besides mashing several 
loaves of b; ead and cake. 


Several similar delays occurred during the 
m miing, but nothing serious happened. Fre­ 
quent halts were also made at the clear brook­ 
lets which trickled down the mountain side, 
from under rocks, affording a most delicious­ 
ly cool and refreshing drink for man and 
bea^t. 
Tr was at one of these places that the 
party overtook a gentleman, Mr. Joseph Dan­ 
iels, who kindly helped the ladies to water 
their horses. He said he was taking a climb 
preparatory to going to the Peak the next day. 
There was but a small number of gentlemen 
in our party aud some of the ladies feeliug 
the need of more assistance, Mr. Daniels was 
persuaded to join us. His ready assistance 
throughout the whole trip gained for him the 
gratitude of the whole party. 


A fter a varied experience we reached a 
grassy clearing just above little “Minne-tia- 
£ia” Falls, at 11:30 a. m. - Here the horses 
*.itd. burros were relieved of their burdens and 
we took dinner. 


After dinner some of the members climbed 
the north bank of the caño’!, where they had 
a very fine view of the caiion, the plains, Col­ 
orado Springs and. of Cameron’s Cone and the 
top of the Peak. It well repaid the exertion 
of getting up there. 


After a pleasant rest the party started on at 
3 o’clock. 
The forenoon’s ascent was the 
steepest and most difficult part of the day’s 
journey, 
and 
soon 
after 
dinner 
we 
reached 
the 
park, 
through 
which 
we 
proceeded 
with 
comparative 
ease. 
The 
party 
had made preparations 
for 
eampiug out, but mention being made that the 
Lake house was unoccupied, it was decided 
t > spend the night there. We reached the 
Lake house at about 6:30 o’clock. This 
house, not being occupied during the last 
year, except by occasional parties going to the 
Peak, was in considerable disorder, but a 
good sweeping and cleaning up generally 
and arrangement of furniture made the place 
quite comfortable. The house is still fur­ 
nished with a good cook stove, several tables 
and plenty of chairs, a number of be&dateads 
and 
mattresses; also quite a number of 
kitchen utensils. The proprietor has kindly 
left the house with its furniture open for tne 
use of the public, with the simple notice, 
“ use, but don’t abuse.” 


Mr. Ripley, the head of our party, as also 
lu r cook, proceeded at once, oil reaching the 
house, to prepare supper while some of the 
ladies arranged and set the tables. 


A fter a hearty supper preparations were 
made for the night. Beds were made up on 
the floor and on bedsteads with blankets we 
had brought. 
The ladies occupied the small 
building near by and the gentlemen the main 
building. 


The party being very tired md the house 
having no rneaus for lighting, &U retired 
early. 


On awakening next morning a delightful, 
home-like sound greeted oitr ears, a chorus of 
robins. 
Some of the party were up in time 
to see the sun rise ou the distant plains. It 
.-appeared very large, aud flattened above and 
■below; it was a beautiful sight. By 5 o'clock 
very body was up and ready for breakfast, 
.-and at 7 o’clock we were off again. We soon 
»reached the base of the Peak proper and for 
-an hour we did some pretty steep climbing 
•whioh brought us to timber liue. 


Here we came to the first snow banks and 
.•felt tiie cold west winds' blowing, but with our 
wraps we were very comfortable. From there 
on for a mile or more the traveling was quite 
-easy. 
On reaching the stony part near the 
^summit it was yery steep and tedious traveling. 
A ll persevered, however, and at half past one 
«wrero rewarded by the grand sights which 
'«vere spread before Jtheir view, on every side. 


A small _party ou horseback would have 
• made the ascent in much less tíme. 


The view from timber lineup is very inter- 


south aud the snowy range to the west. 
As 
the trail reaches the sum m it it passes quite 
near to the so-called “crater.” Here a magnif-* 
icent view of plains and mountains, and the 
towns of Colorado Springs and M anitou burst 
upon our sight. It is a picture never to be 
forgotten. The plains in the dim distance 
look very like a tranquil sea in a hazy sum­ 
mer day. 
Then for the first time does one 
realize the height of the peak and its distinct­ 
ness or separation from all other mountains. 


A slight fall of snow occurred, and it was 
quite windy for a little time, otherwise the 
weather was perfect during the whole trip. 


After dinner, and a rest of two hours, the 
party begau the descent. 
The trip back to 
the Lake house was quite easy, and was ac­ 
complished in three hours. 
All arrived in 
safety, though somewhat fatigued and sun­ 
burnt. We felt quite at home the second 
night aud rested very well. 
Next morning at 5 o’clock all were astir again. 
We breakfasted at 6. after which we enjoyed 
a regular Vermont “sugaring off," a cake of 
, maple sugar having been w ith the other pro­ 
visions, and a bag of snow from the Peak the 
the night before. 
A fter the “sugaring off.” 
the dining room was cleared and some of the 
party enjoyed a little dancing aud music, 
whistling and singing. 
L ater some of the 
gentlemen made a rude ra ft and attem pted a 
sail on the lake, but got a ducking instead. 
Others of the party wandered oir for flowers. 
In the meantime some one thinking it would 
be very pleasant to have, the autograph of the 
party, begm soliciting names, whereupon the 
rest were seized with the idea and soon every­ 
body was rushing aixw* with pencil and 
paper. 


At 10.30 a. m., we were iiomewAf.4 b.ound 
all feeling that they had had a good time. 
Nothing happened to interrupt the reinaiiuier 
of the journey, T c o m p a n y dined and re«ted 
at noon just at the exit from the park, a very 
romantic place, and reached tlifi Jroij Spring 
again at t p. m., all in good spirits. 


There was a erreat variety of flow ers jn 
bloom everywhere we. went, and many beau­ 
tiful ones. Those above timber line were 
very low but very pretty— some growing on 
the very summit. 


At Manitou Jackson <fc Storm er took a pic­ 
ture of the party just as they came from the 
Peak. 


W,e enjoyed the trip so much that we would 
strongly .recommend others 
to make the 
same; but by ail jneans to go on ponies rather 
than burros. We would also suggest taking 
a good supply of canned goods, opening at 
each meal only so much as would be at the 
time consumed. 
Plenty of wraps will be 
needed, &e the tem perature is considerably 
colder in the high altitudes.

The Life and Works of an Eminent Mnsiotan. 


Bo3ton Hernia. 


The place of the musician is a noble one. 


ills art, more universally than any other, 
Bolsters to our daily happiness; it Is blend- 
pa with our deepest religious feelings; it is 
Locinted with pride of country, with great 
events and imposing ceremonies; it gives zest 
to festivities and a tender pathos to grief. 
Ihisie is the most facile of our ethereal servi- 
tors, lending itself to every mood, adapting 
Itself to every occasion. 


Observations like these, trite though they 


mm' be, seem necessary when we would fair- 
\v estimate the works and the influence of a 
composer, or of a great teacher who is fonn- 
IDE and Inspiring the musicians of the pres- 
ent time. We propose to give some account 
of very eminent ability, well known in Bos- 
ton—Julius Eiehberg. He is a person of

strong in reason and understanding, endowed 
also with rapid and keen perceptions, a lively 
sense of the beautiful, a tenacious memory 
ami resolute, firm will. He would have been 
eminent in any profession. His reading has 
been extensive, and nothing of use or ueaxity 
has come amiss. And such is the fertility of 
bis mind and such, his power of Illustration, 
tbat he is one of the most delightf ul of com- 
panions—a man with whom one ran talk un- 
til % in the morning. 


He was born at Dusseldorf, in Germany, Jn 


1824. 
His early associations are with the 


castled hill and the lovely valley of that beau- 
tiful city. Naturally he came from a musical 
family. He hardly remembers when he first 
began to handle his "pony" violin. His fath- 
er was a violin player and • composer. 
Like 


meat geniuses, the boy was precocious, and at 
the age of 7 he.was able to play acceptably. 
At one time, being confined to his bed by ill- 
ness, the father came with a sheet of music, 
the ink being still wet, and asked him to sing 
it. Singing at sight was thought to be as nat- 
ural as breathing. 
Being unable to read the 


melody properly, the father playfully struck 
him with the sheet, saying, "Yon will never 
be a musician. 
You are more fit for a cob- 


bler." AVhen he was 8 he was sent to May- 
ence and took lessons of F. "VV. Eichler, a cel- 
ebrated virtuoso, who enchanted the world by 
his variations upon a Swiss air. 
But after a 


time Eichler departed xvpon a concert tour, and 
our young artist received instruction from an- 
other master, who was the reverse of a good 
teacher, and was, besides, a selfish man. Un- 
der the ridiculous pretext that the best part of 
a musical education was to be able to make 
good notes, ho kept him'all day long copying 
music, which the astute preceptor sold to mil- 
itary bauds. 
t 


While the boy was in Mayence there came a 


certain Dr. Langenschwartz, who claimed to 
be an improvisatore, and professed to make 
rhymes off hand upon any theme, ending the 
couplet with any pair of words given by the 
audience. The young Eiehberg played the 
seventh concerto .of Rode between the parts 
of the performance, and was, besides, xuicpn- 
sciously made to fill a part in the miprovlsa- 
tore'splot. For an accomplice of the doctor, 
standing near the innocent boy, when the 
rhyme words were called foretold him to 
shout "Hartz and Schwartz;'' which he did 
lustily in a childish treble. Ofcoxirsethe 
doctor succeeded I From Mayence our young 
artist went back to Dusseldorf, and was once

a cultivated and studious man, whose Influ- 
ence was apparent in the judicious training of 
his son. Ho studied harmony under Julius 
Rietz, afterward famous as director of the 
Gewandlians concert in Leipsip, and kapel- 
meister to.the king of Saxony at Dresden. 


As a reminiscence, it may be mentioned that 


some years ago Mr. B. J. Lang, the eminent 
pianist of this city, called upon Rietz, aud, in 
the course of the conversation, the maestro 
told him that he had one pupil in America of 
whom he was proud. The young Eiehberg's 
general education was also attended.to. The 
whole family was distinguished for excellence 
iu language, and the subject of our memoir 
reads and writes with facility in the leading 
tongues of Europe. Through the favor of 
Rietz ho came to know Mendelssohn. After 
the great man had heard the boy play he 
wrote a comrnendation.to which was attached 
the well-known tiny seal of red wax: "At so 
early an age, young E. joins to a remarkable 
firmness and certainty In bowing, and use of 
Ms left hand, a great deal of true expression, 
which will lead him, I doubt not, to become a 
great artist—to be an honor to his art and to 
render it important service, and to fulfill all 
the expectations which his remarkably pre- 
cocious talents have awakened concerning 
him." 


At this period in Dusseldorf, Eichberg 


played in the orchestra, the last—aud least— 
of the second violins. On1 one occasion, Men- 
delssohn appeared as conductor, and Eieh- 
berg's violin teacher was leader.. Theper- 
sormance did not please Mendelssohn, and he 
made a series of sarcastic observations to the 
leader—observations so severe that all the 
men within hearing packed up their horns 
and fiddles arid left the conductor alone. 
Mendelssohn was usually amiable, and his 
pictures have a very sweet and lovely expres- 
sion; but his. conduct appeal's to have been 
anything but angelle at that time.

Ho next studied two years • at Brussels in 


the royal conservatory, uuder the instruction 
of M. Fetis, the eminent theorist and histo- 
rian of music, aud of the world-renowned Do 
Beriot. Upon his graduation he gained the 
first prize for violin playing and for composl- 


„ tion. This was the finishing of his pupilage, 


and as his studies were now so far advanced 
that he had acquired some confidence, Eich- 
berg went to Geneva-OS directo* of an opera 
troupe.

Not far from the same time he was appointed 
general supervisor and director of music in 
all the high schools of the city. To the 
schools and to the conservatory he. has now 
devoted the best years of his manhood, and 
with the grandest results. Aided by able and 
enthusiastic teachers hi the schools of lower 
grades, he has had the satisfaction of seeing 
successive classes grow-up as. accomplished in 
music as In the ordinary useful branches. 
When the choirs were combined, as they used 
to be annually In the days of the liberal 
school committee of former days, the effect of 
the vast body of tone was thrilling. 'The 
writer has seen scores of people at .thesei an- 
nual concerts—old and young; .men /and 
women—dissolved In tears when the multi- 
tudinous silvery voices first swelled over the 
accompaniment of organ and orchestra. :The 
musical festival, with its glorious melqdy, and 
harmony, and with its superb scenic effect, 
was something for Boston to exult in. It is: 
otherwise now, under the supervision of later 
days. For one of these occasions Mr. Eich- 
berg wrote the now famous chorus, "To Thee,, 
O Country, Great and Free 1" If this is. not 
our national hymn, it is certainly the only 
one that is generally sung and always wel- 
come.

In the Boston conservator} Mr. Elcliberg; 
has established the leading violin school in 
America. The children of genius all oyer the 
union are attracted to him as by riiagnetisni.

true force and significance of such music, until 
he has borne a part in It—until he has felt 
the harmony from the. strings under his own 
fingers thrilling through all his .nerves,

His 'second 
duty is to know the secrets of economical 
administration; to take care of land and 
money, and-to be a decent man of business. 
The v arid is looked on in Prussia as a hard 
place, ill which even n king, to hold his own, 
must know how to push and save.

from the exhibition of these: qualities, and 
partly .from the lingering traditions of a pa- 
triarchial society, the royal family of Prussia 
has afwa'ys b'pnh extremely popular. In the 
cowrsc of time, and from n'variety of cause*,, 
of which the example of Prussia was not the, 
least Vowerful, the 'Prussian conception of 
royalty and its relations to the. people has 
bwomn almost universal throughout' Europe. 


In these days sovereigns art11, with-very few 


exceptions, carefully-trained, hard-working, 
and reiilly liked and respected.

He pointed 
to' the ceiling and floor, untouched since 
Calderon sat and worked there for twenty 
years as chaplain royal and great dramatic 
author. 'This room Is not twelve feet square., 
It has a low ceiling aud glass door with book- 
cases all round full of drugs aud bottles.; It 
.•Is-.scantily furnished and the tables and 
chairs are covered, with books and phar- 
.macyMnanuals. Right; and left of the door' 
are large painted pictures of Phillip V., the 
first Bourbon king of Spain, and of his sec- 
ond, 
Isabella Earuese, mother of Spain's 


greatest and best king, Charles III. These 
pictures are heirlooms giyeu to the chemist's 
ancestor in the reign qf Charles III., when 
Isabella Farnese was qUeen mother, and this 
apothecary's shop received the title of "Botica 
de la Reyna Madre," a name that it is still 
known by in 1881. I was taken past the. two 
pictures of King Philip in wig and embroid- 
ered coat, and of Isabelle Farnese with high,, 
powdered-head-dress, to the small, dark al- 
cove in the passage. There I saw the beds' 
which are used by the chemist and his 'as- 
sistant. , Pointing to' the alcove the former 
said; "There Pedro Calderon died, 200 years 
ago:" : It was a strang'e contrast, and the 
smell of drugs was sickening, so I hurried on 
and my host stopped me, and taking me to 
the balcony he-pointed to the very spot down 
below, house No. '93, where the regicide 
Moncasi'had stood lying in wait to-fire at 
King Alfonso,' on October 25, 1878. The 
house of Calderon now1 belongs to the Mar- 
quis derAsolto, "a grandee, who does not 
seem to have'taken much care of such a 
grand rfelic.of the past. During the centen- 
ary fete its windows and front stories were 
decorated by order of the town council, much 
to the disgust of the chemist, who wished to 
decorate it himself. 
*'-On leaving Calderon's house I thought that 
I ought to complete my pilgrimage by a visit 
to his tomb. My way lay across the oldest 
parts of Madrid, first under the arcades of the, 
Plaza Mayor, now a square bright 'and cheer- 
ful, with its green trees and statues standing 
on the very spot where the last century bull 
fights used to be given and heretics exhibited 
in the cruel aytos <te fe that court, king, no- 
bles and people- enjoyed as much as bull 
fights. Then I sped on by the Calle Atoea, a 
busy street full of. shops, past the Bank of

and if it be truth it is not a libel." With in- 
finite skill and sparkling humor he followed 
witli remorseless logic the attorney-general's 
plea, searching his sophistry, confounding 
hini at every point, and then, with a proud 
and pathetic appeal, Hamilton declared that 
It was not the'cause of a poor printer, nor of 
New York alone, but of America, and of lib- 
erty, that was committed to the juiy, and to 
their just and incorrupt verdict ho looked 
with confidence for the defense of the liberty 
to which nature and the law entitled their 
fellow citizen—"the liberty of both exposing 
and opposing arbitrary power, in these parts 
of the world at least, by speaking and writing 
truth." 
'When Sir Henry Vane was carried to the 


scaffold, it was.said that justice was seen sit- 
ting by his side, and when the Zangerjury 
cried "not guilty," and Andrew Hamilton 
left the court room, like an aureole around 
his reverend head shone the freedom of the 
American press. The thunder of the cannon, 
the music of the bells, the joyous feasting and 
the fervidly grateful addresses of tho city, sa- 
luted, not the orator only, but American lib- 
erty, which had caught a fresh breath of life 
from his burning lips.

Hallock retained his 
interest until the rebellion, when the spiteful 
and treasonable , maledictions which the pa- 
per heaped upon the government rendered it 
a dangerous foe. Hence the postmaster very 
naturally .excluded it from the moils and it 
was not restored until Hallock had sold his 
interest.

It had been for a long time in a 
decline, but under Dana's management it has 
become profitable. Dana was hardly worth a 
dollar when he made the purchase aud was 
depending on his copyright of Appleton's Cy- 
clopedia for his living. He left Chicago iu 
debt and his case was decidedly unpromising. 
The purchase of, the Sun was accomplished 
by his friends, who subscribed liberally for 
the stor-k. Hastings1 purchase of the Com- 
mercial Advertiser was a very fortunate lilt. 
The' paper, like" the Sun, had been on a 
decline for ' lack of enterprise, and Has- 
tings, whose energy had been displayed on 
the Albany Knickerbocker, bought it at a low 
price. He has, however, built it up until 
it has become both Influential and reniu 
nerati-, o. The Commercial is the oldest of 
our dailies, and has now a full share of vital- 
ity. The Evening Post Stands next In the 
record of age, and both are on the corners of 
the same street -the one Fulton street, cor-1 
ner of Nassau, and.the other Fulton street,' 
corner of Broadway, separated only by one 
square. The Post building is the property of 
Isaac Henderson, and though it pays a ground 
rent ot §40,000 it is still highly remunera- 
tive. Its rent-roll, indeed, can hardly be less

Marble bought it in 1862, when it was com- 
paratively worthless, and made it.the organ 
of the so-called democratic party.

NEW YOBK, June 30.—The Commercial 


Bulletin says: In view of the partial failure 
of the winter wheat irop it becomes import- 
ant to ascertain as nearly as possible what 
surplus of last year's crop Is remaining tu the 
hands of the farmers.

A tdke watch 
has been kept on California, and it is now gen- 
erally conceded that tho surplus in that 
state at the close of the crop year will be 
about 6,000,000 tons. On general principles 
it might be supposed from the largeness of 
last year's crop and the good prices realized 
on It that the farmers would hold on to the 
unusually large-surplus of wheat at the close 
Of the season and we see no sufficient reason 
for doubting that this is not the case.

A BELLIGERENT BAEBEE, 


Severely Sentenced for Carrying Concealed 


Weapons. 


The first' case under the new law against 


carrying concealed weapons was tried last 
Wednesday, before, Judge lantlms Bentley. 
Allusion has alreMy been made to this case 
In the GAZETTE, but further particulars were 
brought out at the trial. 


The facts In the matter are as follows: 


Some days ago Rose Marcella, one of Louis 
Pimont's (the barber's) assistants, was en- 
gaged in washing the floors of the barber shop 
with a hose. Several gentlemen Were stand- 
ing on the pavement in front of the shop. 
Among the 
gentlemen 
standing there 


was 
the expressman, Sir. C. Mansfield. 


Marcella tutned his hose on the gentlemen and 
gave them a sprinkling. They remonstrated 
but the barber persisted and ordered them off 
of the walk in front of the barber shop. The 
gentlemen moved to one side aud declined to 
go any further. Marcella became suddenly 
enraged and producing a revolver, cocked it 
and pointing the weapon at Mr. Mansfield or- 
dered him to move on at the peril of his life. 
Mr. Mansfield did not move on and Marcella 
did not fire his pistol. 


The belligerent Barber was first arrested up- 


on a charge of disturbing the peace. He was 
tried upon this charge, found guilty and fined 
five dollars and costs.

weapons. 
His 


hearing was had before Judge Bentley on 
Wednesday afternoon and the accused was 
found guilty of the charge. The new law 
passed by the last legislature provides severe 
penalties for the offense in question and 
Judge Bentley sentenced Marcella to pay a fine 
of §50 and to be confined in the county jail 
for ten days, which was the extent of the law. 


Marcella did not pay his fine, and if he does 


not will have to remain in jail thirty-five days 
after the expiration, of his sentence. 


GEEETED WITH GUNS. 


What Happened to Prospectors on tbe 


Eeservation. 


The Utes appear to be in a very unsettled 


condition, and the prospectors on the border 
do not know exactly what to expect from the 
savages. There are many rumors of con- 
tests between cattle men and Pah-Utea, but 
the following from' the Leadville Democrat is 
the first account of'any recent trouble be- 
tween Indians and prospectors: "A few 
weeks ago there'left-this city for the TJte 
reservation a party that was headed by Jerry 
Mansfield and Sain Jones, and it was their 
intention to penetrate that country as far as 
they could, when they proposed to lay out a 
town-site. They went down the Blue riyer 
some distance, when they turned and went 
towards Roaring Fork. About two days 
after ''they 
reached • the 
bead of this 


river and went into camp. On the following 
day they started out for the White river, and 
with a wagon and a pair of mules found that 
they were making very slow-progress. About 
dusk .that evening they went into camp, and 
buililng a fire commenced to cook their sup- 
per. -While they were engaged in this a vol- 
ley of bullets came through-the trees, tearing 
up the dirt at their feet and frightening them 
pretty badly. 
They did not wait for^the sec- 


ond round, but jumped iuto -the wagon and 
lying flat on their faces, tbeyheld their guns 
in readiness for an attack from the murder- 
ous party. The shooting, however, was not 
repeated,- aud there-'was no evidence of who 
hod been the author of it, save the few pony 
tracks that were a short distance away from 
the camp. It was the general impression, 
however, 
that it was the Indians and

cluded to move on and it being agreed, they 
continued , their course to the reservation 
Nothing occurred to interrupt them until the 
discovery two or three mornings after thai 
one of their mules had- been stolen. This 
was as serious as the loss of both would have 
been, as they were unable to proceed further 
with their provisions. Mansfield volunteered 
to return tp. Leadville and procure another 
animal, and juinftrig- on the mule's back, he 
started.'..He arrived (here yesterday about 
noon and .told the story- as given above. He 
says that the Indians, are undoubtedly .pro- 
paring for war, and although it is some- 
what dangerous to venture into that coun- 
try, ho proposes to make the trip. He has 
purchased another mule and will leave to-day 
for the camp.

Strange Visitors at the Evergreen Cem-

Early this morning a report of the most I 


startling nature reached this city, and may I 
possibly be the foundation for an investiga-1 
tlon in the very near future; The facts ate I 
briefly and concisely these: 


Between 11 and 12 o'clock last night a man 


named Bell, who lives'just south of the 
Evergreen cemetery, was passing toward lib I 
home from the city, when he was surprised I 
to see a spring wagon standing inside the 
graveyard, near the paupers' portion, which 
lies just beyond the gate, on the east side. 
Unable on the instant to form even a sus- 
picion 
as to the cause of the vehicle ] 


being 
there at

he stopped 
and . listened. 
It was

was unable 
to

more than a mere outline of the wagon, but 
an instant later he saw it move forward about 
six feet, and thought-he could see a man mov- 
ing near between the wheels. The thought 
of body-snatchers flashed thiough his mind, 
and his first impulse was to run. On second 
thought, however, he saw that flight would 
bring him past a portion of the fence that had 
been broken down, and place him for fifty 
yards at least in full view of the resurrection- 
ists, and in easy range of their bullets, should 
they see fit to fire at the intruders on their 
midnight labors. As he paused. irresolute he 
could distinctly hear Hie clank of some metal- 
tic implement, and in spite of the wind that 
was blowing at the time, heard, or fancied 
that he heard, the low tones of voices in sub- 
dued conversation. Presently he saw the 
wagon turn toward the gate. 
This was 


enough for the already frightened' man, and 
stooping low he retraced bis steps in 
some

on record. 


Bell says that as he rah up the bill he thought 
he could hear the sounds of some one in pur- 
suit, and drawing his revolver as he fled, he 
discharged a shot blindly behind him. Near 
the railroad track on the edge of Capitol hill 
there is a small cabin standing some distance 
out from its fellows. The sovmd of the shot 
aroused the inmates of the house and several 
men, whom Bell does not know, came running 
out. To them he told his story and the two 
immediately volunteered to return with him 
and investigate. The assistance of a German 
named Matter who lives a short distance 
above waa called and together the four re- 
turned to the cemetery. It was of course sur- 
mised at once that the shot fired by 
Bell as he. fled from 
the cemetery had 


frightened the resurrectionists away but never- 
theless the investigators advanced with the 
utmost caution. They reached the gate and 
peering in saw nothing. 
Entering the 


cemetery they walked cautiously toward the 
spot indicated as the one on which he had 
seen the wagon. When they reached it his 
story, which his companions were beginning 
already to question, was somewhat verified 
by duplicate deep cuts-in the ground indicat- 
ing that a wagon had been lately driven there 
and turned around. The ground near the 
gate becomes harder and so covered with

way over it. All graves In the vicinity were 
examined, and none of them found disturbed. 
From the general appearance of things It 
seemed probable that the body-snatchers,'and 
there seems to be no other construction to put 
upon the visit, saw the stranger at the gate, 
and correctly surmising an Interruption, lost 
no time in getting away. It is thought that 
they must have taken e, southerly course, and 
hidden somewhere until the search was over. 
At all events the matter is involved in mya- 
tery at present, and should be looked lato.

Professors Draper, Newcomband 
Stone agree that this comet is the same that 
appeared in 1807. Others with as much cer- 
tainty declare it to be an entirely new one. 
Professor Draper says it moves with the sun, 
and Professor Swift says it is not, but is trav- 
elling toward the sun. Some professors de- 
clare that this is the comet of 1811, and be- 
tween the various opinions one is inclined to 
believe that none of the learned ones know 
very much about the matter. Nor are the as- 
tronomers only troubled to determine What 
comet this is. They question who discovered 
this one, and while Professor Skinner believes 
that it is identical with that discovered by 
Dr. Gould, in Buenos Ayres, Draper says that 
it cannot be the same one, as a comet visible 
in the northern celestial hemisphere could 
not have been seen so far south as Buenos 
Ayres. Dr. Newcomb is equally positive 
that this is the comet seen by Dr. Gould an4 
by the astronomer'at Cape of Good Hope. 


Comets are frequently seen, and vary in 


brilliancy and size. That which is said to 
have appeared: tit the birth of Mithrldates, 
184 B.'C.,;is said to have presented a dis'k 
equal to that of the sun. Justin describes it 
as occupying a fourth of the skv, and as sur- 
passing the'sun in splendor. • Frexet declares 
one equally as large to have appeared in 479 
of our own era, and in 400 one was said to 
have appeared "shaped like a sword and ex- 
tending from the zenith to the horizon." Those 
of 1060 and 1505 are 'said to have had disks 
larger than that of the moon. All of these 
ancient accdnnts are interesting, but cannot 
fully be relied on, and indeed are usually 
considered as exaggerations. The present 
comet certainly presents rip such, wonderful 
features, and although , brilliant, is not large, 
nor of pequiiar appearance. If this .-fan the 
comet, of 1807, it certainly Is not the equal bf 
that in appearance, for in that year the comet 
exhibited corruscations of light, and .stream- 
ers shot out from the body of the tail to a/ 
distance of two and a- half degrees. It was 
observed for ,184. days-, and was last seen at 
St. Petersburg in ;i808., The eomet of: 1811 
was .brilliant for three months. - 


The best remembered Comet was hi 1858, 


which remained visible only a few weeks, but 
ast!r,ouonie'-s disagree regarding the brilliancy 
of the two. The Inter-Ocean, speaking of 
the comet which is now seen during all hours 
of the night,' says: "The, greater numbe'rof 
"observers report that the new comet is. mov-1 
"ingnorthward; or away from thesrin. If 
"this is the'case it will, grow, fainter until it 
"becomes invisible. It will be remembered 
"that the comet in 1858 presented the most 
"splendid appearance to the naked eye when 
"it was so ri&vr tlie sun that the, nucleus was 
"not/visible.

French's successor. It is believed that upon 
his dismissal from government service French 
will enter the employ of the Central Pacific 
:and other railroads as their representative 
here.

NEW YOBK, June, 29.—The World's Lon- 


don special says that the land bill is safe so 
far as the house of commons is concerned and 
that law and order are being restored hi Ire- 
land.

The assimilation 
of borough and county franchise will be a 
comparatively easy job. The tories who ap- 
proved of Disraeli's reform of 1807, cannot 
logically resist its application to agricultural 
labor; would It be prudent for the tory chiefs 
to attempt to defeat such al measure? The 
laborers are

together 
in 


unions, and swayed by a central committee 
comprising men like Joseph Arch, who are 
wise and vigorous leaders. It is contended 
that they are Illiterate, and therefore unfit to 
exercise the franchise. They may truly an- 
swer that the fault is not theirs, but that of 
the'squires and the parsons as regards edu- 
cation. However, they are not one whit be- 
hind tens of thousands of that residuum 
which Disraeli was not afraid to entrust with 
power. The most important part of the 
great question of reform will be the redis- 
tribution'of seats. 
The radicals hope to annul to some extent 


the large influence wielded In some constitu- 
encies by weathy land owners. In other 
words, by the house of lords, such as Gram- 
poiind, Old Saruni and the constituencies of 
that Ilk.

that he Is sincere In saying that It will be the 
most humane method of treatment ever ap- 
plied to the Indians "so to educate their chil- 
dren that they may be enabled .,to support 
themselves and to become orderly and useful 
citizens." 


It Is very common to abuse the Indian 


office, and yet It has done some things which 
are praiseworthy; and among other good 
deeds is the attention it has given to educat- 
ing the children of the Indians. Many par- 
ents have voluntarily surrendered their boys 
and girls to the government to be educated 
and cared for at the public expense. 
A 


school has been established at Carlisle, In 
Pennsylvania, and the Normal academy at 
Hampton devotes the most of Its attention to 
the education of those who perhaps have their 
parents even now Indulging in war paint and 
feathers. There are at present over three 
hundred Indian children being educated at 
Hampton and Carlisle. They are industri- 
ous and learn quickly, not 
only the 


the rudiments of knowledge, but also the 
practical occupations of civilized life. The 
examinations to which they have been sub- 
jected are most satisfactory, and fimiish am- 
ple proof of the students' "desire and capacity 
to learn and to work." Many who have lately 
graduated from Hampton have gone to Massa- 
chusetts, and will there enter the families of 
farmers and continue to become better ac- 
quainted with the practical work of life. 


The school at Carlisle is a government In- 


stitution In the strict sense of the word, and 
was the result of money which the Interior 
department had at Its disposal. The Normal 
school at Hampton Is supported by private 
munificence, but 
the government 
pays 


a 
certain 
yearly 
sum 
towards 
the 


support of every Indian being educated 
there. But this fund will soon need to 
be replenished/and money* must be raised 
outside of what the government may see fit to 
appropriate. 
The subject will no doubt be 


agitated very soon, and the reasons why the 
request should be liberally responded to are 
numerous and weighty. It Is the cheapest 
possible way in which the question of what 
we are to do with the Indians may be solved. 
And not only the cheapest, but the most hu- 
mane as well. There Js no doubt but that 
civilization will do more than force. We have 
tried one remedy, let theotiier now be applied. 
If we educate the children, aud if we teach 
them to be Industrious and self-reliant we 
may be sure that the coming generation will 
be much better able to comprehend our argu- 
ments, and they will besides, need no such 
protection as we are now called upon to give. 
The children we educate to-day will become 
•teachers themselves, and their influence among 
their people will 
be 
for good. 
The 


suspicion born of Ignorance, with which 
we now have to contend, will be di f t 'ed by 
Intelligence. Those who to-day do not un- 
derstand the first principles of supporting 
themselves will be replaced by men and wo- 
men as well versed In the science of life as 
we ourselves. 


We hope that Carl Schurz will devote his 


best energies to calling the attention of the 
public to the method of settling the Indian 
question. His arguments will be listened to 
,as are those of anyone who has given careful 
attention to a subject, and has practical 
knowledge of it. The experiment has been 
tried of educating these Indian children, and 
It has been a successful one. It now becomes 
no longer a simple trial; but it is an assured 
fact that these boys and girls are as bright 
and Intelligent, and earnest and industrious 
aa our own children. The money which Is 
given to schools in which they may be edu- 
cated is not thrown away.

It may be said In short, that what we shall 


read, If we are at all competent to minister to 
our wants, is that which will do the most 
good. The book which improves and elevates 
aud generally Instructs is the one to be select 
ed. It is not simply the duty of one toreM 
for mere recreation, but for knowledge. And 
he who determines to consult not only his 
tastes, but who also desires to Improve him- 
self Intellectually and morally, will not be at 
a loss to decide what is best; He will readily 
select the best out of the mass of material of- 
fered.

The London correspondent of Bradstreet's 


estimates that 125,000,000 bushels of foreign 
wheat have been or will be needed In Eng- 
land thia year, and that the supply has come, 
and must come, almost entirely from the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, June 26.— A lot of silver 


ore from the San Miguel and the^Rancos Val- 
les mines in Mexico, operated by ex-Governor 
Sheppard of Washington, has been received 
at Windmill island to be reduced by the 
smelting works of the Philadelphia Latham 
Brothers at their mint. New machinery Is 
now being received and put in place at the 
mines, and pending: that operation, It has 
been necessary to shut off the reduction 
works for a period of six months, and the 
Windmill Island works being the most availa- 
ble, the ore was sent there for reduction.

published at Rico, we gather the following 
additional particulars of the fight between 
the citizens' scouting parts' and the Indians, 
on the 17th inst., as reported by a courier just 
from the scene of action: 
. -"An attack was anticipated by botli the 
whites and Indians. The captain In command 
of our forces gave "orders not to fire until af- 
ter the Indians .had discharged a volley, 
which command .was obeyed. The Rico party 
were moving camp, as were the Indians also, 
and thus an encounter was precipitated, re- 
sulting in the killing and wounding of sev- 
eral of our boys. When.tbe fight began, the 
whites, numbering eighteen, were in the ad- 
vance. The Indians, some forty or more In 
number, commenced firing and then retreat- 
ed, with an occasional halt to enable them to 
ppur: a volley into pur forces, who were'In 
rapid pursuit. The Indians finally reached a 
rocky bluff, and used the massive rocks as 
breastworks, which gave to them a great ad- 
vantage over our boys, in fact was more than 
half the battle for the Indians. The band is 
the same who have been committing the va- 
rious murders and depredations in the vicin- 
ity of Big Bend, where May, Smith and 
Thurman met their sad fate. Some of the 
stolen stock, together with arms and articles 
of clothing which belonged to the murdered 
men, was found upon the 'ground where the 
Indians first opened fire and then retreated 
from. The eighteen brave bovs of Rico 
fought nobiy.'and compelled the Indians to, 
leave behind'them about one hundred head of 
horses and a large number of sheep and 
goals.

"Would It, from, what you know of the 


TJtes, be a very difficult matter to dislodge 
them in case they would make resistance, and 
refuse to go."

'Yes, it would be quite difficult, although 


of course there would be no doubt as to the 
final result. You see the Utes are not like 
the Sioux. They would give a square fight, 
and often charge right into a body of troops.- 
The Utes are more wary and cautious. Their 
favorite mode of warfare ,is that adopted by 
skirmish lines. 
They .know the country 


thoroughly, and will hide behind rocks and 
trees, picking off men here and there. Why, 
a man may imagine that there are no Indians 
within a thousand miles, and at that very mo- 
ment there is a Ute taking deliberate-aim at 
him, not fifty yards away.' 


"How is the feeling of tha people down 


there on the matter ?" 


"The cow-boys are very violent, and from 


them all the trouble Is anticipated—that is, all 
!he trouble on our side It is difficult to yte- 
vent them from playing bushwhacker and go-. 
ng scalp-hunting on their own account. The 
Indians regard this as a movement authorized 
>y the government, and will take revenge the 
first chance they get."

"Is there any danger from an attack on the 


frontier settlements ?" 
, 


"I must answer that-'both'yes and no. 


Where there are any number of men, no. 
iVTiere there are but two or three houses^yes. 
In the latter case, however, those cabins in 
ah exposed position have been either abon- 
loned or the occupants s j heavily aimed that 
hey Would make a strong resistance. The 
disposition of the Utes toward mischief can 
ie seen from the outrage upon the surveypr, 
Mathlas." 


"Have you heard of that down south ?" 
"Ce'rtainiy. You. would be astonished to 


enow how quickly news travels In the Indian 
country. It Is almost as good as telegraph, 
and certainly beats a railroad. At times 
when hostilities are expected, there seems to 
ie a sort of system of scouts, whosA duty it is 
o keep the warriors concentrated at any ,cen- 
ral point fully posted as to what is going on. 
By this means news travels with amazing 
apldity. • In 
this connection the public 


abored under a general misapprehension as 
o young Jackson's fate. He was killed, it is 
rue, but not until long after the tinie gener- 
ally supposed." 


"Are you certain of this?" 
"I am positive enough to swear to it. The 


irst idea of the Indians on the capture of 
ackson was to hold him as R hostage for 
some prisoners at Fort Douglas. With this 
view he was kept at an encampment on the 
foleguachle creek, that empties into the Bio 
San Miguel, for a long time. Finally, seeing 
that this would not work, they put the boy to 
death." 


'What are your reasons for this belief ?" ' 
^The statements of .the Utes themselves, 


and my general knowledge of their move- 
ments directly after the Jackson outrage. 
The belief Is, by the-way, shared by every- 
one at all posted In that country,"

"Was this boy tortured?" 
"I: can't say, and don't like to say. The 


Utes, however, would be very apt to torture 
a prisoner to death captured and held under 
those circumstances." 


"po you, know anything of the new reser- 


vation?" 


"Yes; Iain pretty familiar "with-it. It lies 


in the. southeastern portion of Utah, this side 
of.the Elk mountains. It's all talk for tha 
Utes to pretend that there Is no grass in the 
country and they can't live there. Why, they 
know the new reservation fully as well as 
they do the old, and have been • for a 
year in the habit of taking their poiiies over 
there to graze. That ought to settle the grass 
question. They have ran all over that por 
tlpu of Utah, and consider it the veryqhoicest 
In tlie west The true inwardness of their 
kick Is justtliis: They want to retain the old 
reservation and have that, too." 


"Then, summing the matter up, how do 


you regard the whole situation ?" 


"Just this: The Utes are trifling with the 


commissioners, and afraid, but willing to 
make any decided outbreat. The new resev 
vatlon Is every way suited to them, and from 
all that can be learned they will not occupy 
upon it any mineral land. 1 think they wil 
probably be moved by fall and the trouble, i: 
there Is any, very slight."

A Comptroller's Decision. 


June 20.—First Comptroller 


Lawrence has given a decision to-day in which 
he maintains the act of February 22cl, 1875, 
as to the fees of marshals and clerks don't 
change the rate or mode of computing on 
mileage on writs served by the marshals, and 
that it prohibits constructive mileage on 
writs transmitted and served by deputies, and 
mileage for travel not necessarily performed. 
The opinion further maintains that by force 
of the revised statutes subpojnas for witnesses 
who are required to attend the August 
term of the circuit or the district court on 
part of the United States should require them 
to attend to testify generally on behalf of the 
United States, and under such subprena they 
are required to testify before the grand jury, 
petit jury-and the court, clerics of courts are 
required by law to insert in one writ the 
names of all such witnesses who at the time 
of the issuing of the wan-ant are to be sub- 
po3naed,,nnd who reside in one locality or in 
the same direction from the place where the 
writ is returnable.

summoning the witnesses subpoeiiffid which 
have been issued for witnesses whose names' 
should have been inserted in one writ. The 
decision authorizes a proper accounting of of- 
ficers of the treasury department to revise ac- 
counts of marshals and clerks of courts of the 
United States. Notwithstanding their approval 
by proper court statute authorizing such re- 
vision Judge Lawrence holds is unconstitu- 
tional.

He purchased the provisions for the company, 
the expenses being shared equally by the 
members. He also arranged to take them to 
Manitou in a large wagon,and accordingly the 
party left Mr. Allen Rlpley's Thursday morn- 
ing, .June 16,at 6 o'clock. It was a jolly load, 
not to say picturesque, with the broad hats of 
the ladies.
